Then United States Will Have Cause 
for Taking Charge—McKinley 
Wants Action on Cuban 
Constitution, but May 
Not Get It.

Washington, D. C., February 6.—/(8 pe- 
cial.)—There are evidences of a clash be- 
tween some republican leaders in con- 
gress and the president over the question 
whether ths Cuban constitution shoul¢ 
be submitted to congress for its ratifica 
lich and the correlative question whether 
there should or should not ba an extra 
session of congress. 

Today's dispatches from Havana, which 
state that General Wood has urge the 
Cuban constitutional convention to hurry 
up with its work so that tho constitu- 
tion may soon be sent to Washington be- 
fore the adjournment of concress, cr2- 
ated a sensation at the capitol, and the 
president comes in ror a good deal cf 
criticism at the hands of some of his 
party associates, as does General Wood. 
For a week or ten days a number of the 
leading republicans of the senate have 
been hammering at the president with 
their view of this Cuban matter, which 
is, in a word, that congress has no busi- 
mess with the Crban constitution, that if 
it mvst be passed on by anvbody it is 
‘the president himself, and that there {s 
In cOnsequence no need whatever of an 
extra session of congr>ss. They thought 
they had brought the president around 
to their view, but they are now inclihed 
to believe they have not succeeded and 
that Mr. McKinley still régards an extra 
session as necessary. 

McKinley Behind Wood. 

They do not beVeve that Genoral Wood, 
in tendering his advice to the Cuban con- 
stitution makers, was acting on his own 
responsibility; but they say he must have 
been acting on orders from Washington. 
Of course that means from the president 
and Secretary Root. This view' {ts 
strengthened ‘by the talk about the white 
house today. Several senators who were 
with the president report him as having 
voluntarily brought up this question of 
the Cuban censtitution and as saying 
that he thought congress should share 
with him the responsibility of the accent- 
ance or the supervision of the document 
which is to be the cornerstone for the 
new republic. 

That the differences between the repub- 
licans are deeper than that of the mere 
question of the personal comfort of sen- 
ators involved in an extra session, ‘s 
very generally believed. There ts a strong 
element in the republican party which 
beJieves that there should be no Cuban 
republic, but that the Amerioan flag 
shculd never be taken down from the 
island. Since this discussion over the 
Cuban constitution began, these gentle- 
men have been more active in the expres- 
sion of their views They utterly repudi- 
ate that last clause of the joint reselution 
declaring war against Snain in which the 
United States “disclaimed any dispst- 
tion or intention to exercise Fovere!gnt:. 
jurisdiction or control over the islanth 
except for the pacification thorenf and 
assert its determination when that ts ac- 
complished to leave the government and 
control of the island tn ita pennla.”’ 

Scheming To Hold Cuba. 

By some sort of specious rensontnc. 
these pecple arrue that events which 
followed this declaration absolved this 
government from 4ts terme and that we 
need pay no-sttention whatever to it 
They say that if this eovernment holds 
-Off from recognizing any Cuban fovern- 
ment, through this constitution, the ale- 
ment in Cuba which is sg0 strongly 
egainst either annexation cr American 
contro! will show i!ts hand by bringing 
about such a clash with the American 
forces as will warrant this government 
taking forcihle possession of the island 
in a way that will make our title unques- 
tioned. In order to contribute to this de- 
lsy, they want the Cuban constitulicn 
held back unt!l after the adjournmont 
of the present congress, for they helieve 
that, if this is done, they can induce the 
president to hold off until the regular 
pression of congress. which will give 


enough time to let things come to a head 
in Cuba, 

One other plan which they have sug- 
gested is that if the document reaches 
congress before the adjournment of this 
session and contains no article setting 
forth relations of the character of ‘# pro- 
tectorate between this country and Cuba, 
they will send it back post hasts for cor- 
rection. It is very generally understood, 
of course, that this fs the rock upon 
which the Havana constitutional conven- 
tion is most likely to split, for fully half 
the delegates to that convention are op- 
posed to any declaration of this charac- 
ter in the constitution. 


To Make McKinley Responsible, 


_ Jf congress, as these republican leaders 
believe would be the case, were to send 
the constitution back with any such sug- 
gestion, the result would be either infinite 
confusion and delay in the convention 
itself or its breaking up by the with- 
drawal of that half of its membership 
which belleyes the Cuban psople ought 
.to have a free hand at self-government 
without American expicnage, These re- 
blican jeaders would like to throw the 
wll responsibility for the return or r

Frank M. Darst, of Virginia, read a 
poem on chivalry, of which he himself 
was the author, after which in a short, 
but pointed spéech, he branded the book a 
false malignant history of a war of might 
against right. e 

Colonel W. D. Stone followed in an 
address, pointing out the objectionable 
features of the book. At the close of 
Colonel Stone’s speech cries for Charles 
QO.

At that time eleven democratic senators 
wera present, 

One at a time senators hurriedly enter- 
ed the chamber, byt when the result of 
the roll call was announced only forty-two 
had responded to their names. 

Mr, Frye demanded that the roll of ab- 
sent senators be called. While the call 
was in progress several senators entered 
the chamber, among them Mr, Hanna, 
who had risen from a sick bed in order to 
be present. 

Finally the chair announced that a quo. 
rum was present. Mr. Frye then called 
up the shipping bill and jt was Jaid before 
the senate. 

Still standing, as he had been since the 
session @pened, Mr. Jones entered a pas- 
sionate protest against the consideration 
of the pending bill at night sessions. He 
deciared guch action involved a deliberate 
purpose to break down opposition senators 
physically and prevent the passage of the 
appropriation bills. 

The shipping bill, he asserted, was the 
most perfectly detestable measure pre- 
sented to the senate for years; so bad, in 
fact, he said, that one of the republican 
senators had offered an amendment re- 
ducing the period of the bill’s operations 
from twenty to fifteen years, thereby pre- 
venting the looting of the United States 
treasury of $45,000,000. 

He declared that the shipping bill was 
part of a great scheme to place al) Arans- 
portation facilities under one control, “I 
believe,” he said, ‘‘that this bill proposes 
to place our commerce of the seas under 
the contro] of the men who now are try- 
ing to get the land transportation routes 
by the throat. ; 

Jones in a Great Passion. 


“So help me high heaven,”’ he shouted 
passionately, “I will not be a party to 
this effort to throttle free speech. We 
give you notice, if you will have night ses- 
sions, that you must have a quorum here 
all the time, a8 we do not propose to con- 
‘tribute in any way to a tyrannical effort 
to suppress free speech by brute force.” 

Mr. Aldrich, of Rhode Island, said Mr. 
Jones’s remarks were so extraordinary as 
to require attention. He said no public 
husiness now was demanding the atten- 
tion of the senate. No appropriation ills 
were pending. All that senators on his 
side of the chamber asked was that the 
penate should proceed in an orderly 
manner.

He would be willing, he said, to attend 
night sessions or long day sessions to 
consider legislation for the Philippines. 
It might be necessary, tou, to take some 
action with reference to Cuba, and in 
this connection, he hkd heard, he said, 
“rumblings that the plighted faith of this 
government as to Cuba was to be aban- 
doned.”’ 

Mr. Jones characterized the bill as a 
“jimmy” for breaking into the United 
States treasury, He declared the repub- 
lican majority does not dare to have the 
president call an extra session tdé pass 
the ship subsidy bill. ‘If, however,’’ he 
said, ‘‘you can cause appropriation bills 
to fall, the president will call congress 
into extraordinary session and then the 
subsidy bill can be passed.” 

Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, resented the 
statement that the opponents gf the ship- 
ping bill were employing any but fair 
and proper methods in opposing the bill. 
There had been, he said, filibustering. 
He asserted that they had presented ar- 
guments which, unanswered, condemned 
the bill. He suggested to Mr. Spooner 
that he call up the Spooner bill. . 

The Wisconsin senator replied that he 
was not in charge of it. 

Mr. Teller said the president now had 
power to establish civil government in 
the Philippines. ‘No ruler,”’ he declared,

FROM CONVENTION 


Office Holders Can Go to Constitutional 
~ Convention. 


VOTE WAS A DECISIVE ONE 


Representation Has Not Yet Been 


Definitely Settled. 
- 


TWO BRANCHES 00 NOT AGREE 


Held in Richmond, Begin- 
ning June 12th, 


Richmond, Va., February 6.—(Special.)— 
When the house, after a hot fight this 
afternoon refused to adopt a resolution 
offered by Mr. Whitehead, of Norfolk, to 
exclude all office holders from the consti- 
tutional convention and adoption of a sub- 
stitute making any qualified voted eligi- 
ble as a delegate. The Whitehead resolu- 
tion was defeated because it would havé 
shut Senator Daniel out. Mr. Whitehead 
thought Major Daniel might temporarily 
resign his seat in the senate, or else 
stay out of the convention. He wanted 
the people to control the body and not the 
office holders. The decisive vote against 
the Whitehead resolution showed that the 
office holders will have a strong voice in 
the convention. 

The senate and house are not agréed as 
to the size of the convention. The lat- 
ter body today, after a vigorous three 
hours’ debate, voted for a convention of 
eighty-two from each senatorial district. 
The house has agreai to 100 members, 
with additional delegates according to in- 
crease in population. There will be a 
conference committee, and the outlook is 
for a compromise on one hundred dele- 
gates, 

The house has completed the considera- 
tion of the convention bill and referred 
it to the committee on courts, to be per- 
fected. If the action of the branch pre- 
vails,- the convention will meet in: Rich- 
mond June 12th and delegates will be 
elected May 27th under the Parker-Walton 
law. The pay of members is fixed at $4 
per day. 

A resolution of Mr. Todd, adopted after 
a vigorous vote, provides that the work 
of the convention shall be submitted to 
the people for ratification. Senator Flood 
disclosed the real object of the convention 
in declaring that the elimination of the 
negro vote was a necessity for the future 
greatness of the people. He thought that 
the elimination shoulda be done in a bold, 
frank and manly way, regardless of its 
bearing upon cutting down congressional 
representation, 

Delegate Jones, of Henrico, has intro- 
duced a bill amending the charter of the 
various fair associations which confers 
broad powers and grants extraordinary 
privileges. Horse shows, as well as agri- 
cultural fairs, are permitted, and while 
“side shOws or other exhibitions and any 
games of amusement, diversion or chance 
for premiums or prizes,”’ are allowed, the 
special police provided for under the act 
is given exclusive jurisdiction on -the 
grounds, and it is provided that all acts 
affecting this charter are repealed so far 
as they refer to this association and its 
exhibition. The bill will - be vigorously 
fought by those who have succeeded in 
breaking up race track gambling in Vir- 
ginia,

CARRIED PITCHFORIS, 
-UMBRELLAS AND CANES 


Upbrai@ Druggists for Dealing in 
Articles of the Devil and Then 
Began Wrecking — Water 
Used To Rout the 
Wreckers. 


Chicago, February 6—Crying out that 
arugs were the agents of the devil, a half 
dozen’ women followers of Dowie, the 
faith cure leader, adopted the tactics of 
Mrs. Carrie Nation today and wrecked a 
number of drug stores on the west side. 
In some instances there were hand to 
hand fights with the druggists. 

Armed as they were with pitchforks, 
umbrellas and canes, the women came out 
the victors in nearly every encounter and 
succeeded in destroying property wherever 
they went. 

The women went in a well organized 
band, were of middle age and well dress- 
ed. Most of them wore automobile coats, 
under which they concealed their imple- 
ments of destruction while on the street. 
On leaving the drug store they invariably 
sang “‘Praise Be the Lord,” or “Zion For- 
ever.’”” Policemen saw them, but attach- 
ed no significance to their actions and no 
arrests were made. 

The first place visited was Charles G. 
Foucek’s drug store, at Eighteenth street 
and Center avenue. Calling the proprietor 
to the fmont of the store the crusaders 
upbraided him for dealing in traffics of 
the devil. Then one of the women, who 
seemed to be a leader, asked: 

“Don’t you know that aii the ills of 
humankind can be cured by prayer?” 

“I am not aware of the fact if such is 
the case,” said the druggist. 

“Hurrah for Dowie,’ shouted the wo- 

man. At that her companions drew canes 
and umbrellas from beneath their long 
cloaks and began to strike at the drug- 
gist’s head. He dodged the blows and 
‘took refuge behind the prescription case. 
Then the women turned their attention to 
the shelves and showcases and began to 
strike right and left. The besiegers were 
finally dispersed by the clerks of the store, 
who armed themselves with buckets of 
water which they dispensed freely among 
the women. 
“four other drug stores in the same 
neighborhood belonging to B. Lowenthal, 
L. L. Mrazek, Herman Limerman and O. 
Shapiro, were also wrecked by the cru- 
saders and the same tactics used. The 
women finally separated after being driven 
from one of the stores at the point of a 
revolver.

MORGAN SWAYS 
HIS SCEPTRE

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American Sheet Steel and American Steei 
Hoop Companies, in all of which Mr. Mor- 
gan has interests. 

“Mr. Morgan declined to talk of tha 
conference.” 

The announcement this morning that 
Andrew Carnegie had disposed of the 
control of the Carnegie company to J. 
Pierpont Morgan and his associates at- 


fact that Mr. Morgan and Mr. Carnegie 
permitted the reports to continue in cir- 
culation without even attempting a de- 
nial was generally regarded as a strong 
indication that they were well founded, 
and the manner in which the reports were 
put forward added to the general public 
conscience in their credibility. 


What Carnegie Has Done. 


The concensus of opinion among bank- 
ers and brokers seem to be that what 
Andrew Carnegie had really done was to 
sign a contract to deliver his stock hold- 
ings in the Carnegie company to J. Pier- 
pont Morgan & Co. All statements as to 
the price to be paid by Mr. Morgan and 
the men associated with him in the trans- 
action appear to be mere idle specula- 
tion. ~ 

Some business men not particularly 
friendly to huge combinations recall that 
in the spring of 1899 there were very 
positive rumors that the grtat Carnegie 
interests were to be transferred and 
that an option had actually been given 
by Mr. Carnegie. Nevertheless the deal 
fell through. It is claimed that Mr. H. 
C. Frick and men associated with him 
actually paid at that time $1,000,000 in 
cash to bind the bargain, and that fail- 
ing to secure the necessary capital, Mr. 
Carnegie profited by this transaction to 
the extent of $1,000,000. It was claimed 
by these men that the purchase could 
have been affected at that time at a 
lower scale of prices, and that $30,000,000 
in cash only would have been necessary, 
whereas a considerable amount of capi- 
tal would be needed now. Interests in 
Wall street friendly to Mr. Morgan point- 
ed out that conditions have materially 
changed in the last two years; that this 
is the day of big things, and that the 
men now reported to be anxioug to se- 
cure control of the Carnegie -interests 
are vastly stronger tn the ment of 
finance than the men who planned the 
great steel combination two years ago. 

All reports seem to indicate, however, 
that Mr. Carnegie has obtained a higher 
price for his stock than was indicated in 
the proposed great steel combination of 
1899. Railroad and steel experts attribute 
this to advance in stock prices generally, 
and to Mr. Carnegie’s being in a position 
to ask higher prices. 

Community of Interest. 


Soma of the more conservative steel 
men declare that the entire transaction 
is very much like the so-called “St. Paul 
deal.’’ and that the significance of the 
present negotiations is being greatly 
magnified. In *hese quarters the conten- 
tion is that no actual sale or transfer 
of the control of Mr. Carnegie’s im- 
mense interest is even contemplated, but 
that what is aimed at is a perfect trade 
understanding, or, in other words, a 
unification of interests whereby prices 
will be maintained and certain laws in 
respect to territorial rights laid down. 
These men, while friendly to Mr. Mor- 
gan, point out that he is at present 
largely concerned in railroad combinations 
and other consolidations already requir- 
ing an immense outlay of capital. Hence 
it is urged that the “‘community of in- 
terests’”’ idea is the more feasible plan. 

Others. however, called attention to the 
fact that if Mr. Frick’s holdings could 
be secured it would be necessary to ac- 
quire only about $71,000,000 of Mr. Carne- 
gie’s stock. 

That important developments are pend- 
ing in the general steel trade situation 
seems assured. no matter what shape 
the Carnegie-Morgan deal may assume. 
Today a conference was held in the of- 
fice of J. Pierpont Morgan & Co. between 
Mr. Morgan, Robert Bacon, of the Mor- 
gan banking house; Elbert H. Gary, 
president of the Federal Steel Company, 
in which Mr. Morgan is a prominent fig- 
ure, and G. G. Reed, president of the 
American Tin Plate Company.

Cincinnati, February 6.—The second 
day of the Jeffries-Ruhlin prize fight 
cases in court brought no indications as 
to when the hearing would be concluded.

It was secured by Senator Clay 
at the instance of Mr. Brantley. and as 
it has the approval of the house commit- 
tee, there is no doubt but it will be re- 
tained in the bijl when it reaches confer- 
ence. The river items have not vet been 
reached. Most of the additions which 
have been asked for have been in the 
river items.

landed in Cape Colony. Recruiting for 
the imperial yeomanry has proceeded so 
rapidly that it is anticipated 10,000 will 
shortly be available. 

“The South African mounted constabu- 
lary, including those enjisted in the cvlo- 
nies, may be relied upon to extend to 
8,000, and the new colonial contingents to 
replace those withdrawn will probably 
reach 5,000. 

The remainder of the force wil! be made 
up of cavalry and mounted infantry from 
the home establishment. The eniistment 
of volunteers to replace these that have 
already served a year in South Africa is 
also being proceeded with. Arrange- 
ments have been made for the prompt 
equipment and transportation of the 
ferces. The first consignment will Icave 
On the Aurania, February 9.” 

A dispatch from Cape Town says: The 
bund leaders strongly urge the Boers to 
Surrender provided the British offer those 
ir the field the following terms, namely, 
‘that after giving up arms all shall be 
allowed to return to their farms and the 
rebels shall not be punished. Prominent 
burghers say that Louis Bothaj in ths 
Transvaal, and Christian Dewet, in the 
Free State, should be made members of 
the governor’s council in order to watch 
the interests of the burghers.

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N a strong and vigorous article to The 
| Constitution touching the prohibition 

problem confronting Kansas, F. W. 
Elliot, who was private secretary to for- 
mer Governor: John W. Leedy, reviews 
the situation and explains why the Car- 
rie Nation crusade has been made possible 
in Kansas. 

Mr. Elliot passed through Atlanta yes- 
terday remaining only a few hours dur- 
ing the forenoon on business. 

The article, which will be read with in- 
terest coming from one in a position to 
know the inside facts, holds out a solu- 
tion which the writer says is cherished 
by the best people of his state. It is that 
the Carrie Nation crusade will sound the 
death knell of the prohibitory law in Kan- 
sas and demand a constitutional conven- 
tion that will again put the state on a 
settled basis. Former Secretary Elliot, 
who is now, although a citizen of Kansas, 
connected with thé business department 
of The Kansas City Times, is taking a 
lively interest in the settlement of the 
prohibition trouble in the sun flower state. 
He gives is ag his opinion that the prin- 
cipal result of the Carrie Nation encoun- 
ters wil] be the abandonment of a pro- 
hibitory law which has for years failed 
to prohibit. 

The statement from Former Secretary 
Elliot, which is one of the clearest and 
most forcible yet published on the causes 
of the Kansas trouble, is as follows: 

Kansas Is Criticised. 

‘“‘After an almost continuous residence of 
more than twenty years in the state of 
Kansas, I am persuaded that the greatest 
farce upon the statute books of any state 
in the nation is the so-called prohibitory 
law of the Sunflower State. The resort 
to personal violence and the destruction 
of large amounts of private property 
throughout the state by temperance cru- 
saders under the leadership of Mrs, Carrie 
Nation has attracted attention anew to 
the prohibition law of the state, and has 
brought down upon Kansas a vast 
amount of censure and unfavorable 
criticism from almost every  quar- 
ter of the nation. To understand 
the real condition confronting the 
people of the state, a brief review of the 
situation from the year of the adoption 
of a constitutional amendment making 
the manufacture or sale of intoxicating 
liquors illegal, down to the present time, 
will be necessary. 

“In the campaign of 1880 the prohibition 
issue was the sole topic of discussion. In 
the year previous to that time the prohi- 
bitionists, national and state, had put 
forth their every effort in education and 
agitation on this subject. The state was 
then republican by about 40,000 majority. 
The state republican convention met in 
the summer of 1880 and adopted a pro- 
hibition plank in their platform after a 
furious debate. Upon this platform was 
nominated Hon Jchn Peter S8t. John, 
probably the ablest temperance orator in 
the United States. 

“The temperance workers were thor- 
oughly organized, and legislative candi- 
dates were selected throughout the state 
solely upon the question of their position 
upon the temperance question, republican 
nominees being everywhere pledged to the 
enactment of a prohibitory law, while the 
democrats were pledged against it. The 
victory of Mr. St. John and the prohibi- 
tionists were complete. They had more 
than two-thirds majority in the legisla- 
ture, a carefully drawn prohibitory law in 
the form of a conseitutional amendment 
was prepared, and having received the 
necessary two-thirds majority in both 
branches of the legislature, was at the 
next election, which occurred in the fail 
of 1881, submitted to the people of the state 
for adoption or rejection. 

“It was not generally believed by the 
people of the state that the proposed 
amendment would receive the indorse- 
ment of the majority of the voters of 
the state, although the majority of the 
members of the legislature favoring the 
law had been elected the previous year. 
This was explained upon the ground that 
representation in the Kansas legislature 
was not based upon population, but each 
county of the state was entitled to a rep- 
resentative in the legislature, and the 
prohibitionists had shrewdly devoted their 
attention to the sparsely settled western 
or “short grass’’ counties, and at the same 
time made an appeal to the people of the 
whole state to stand by Mr. 8t. 
John and the republican state 
ticket on partisan grounds. TYfius 
they were successful; but now that 
the question was divorced from partisan 
politics and submitted on its merits alone, 
its defeat seemed certain and overwheim- 
ing. So certain were the opponents to the 
idea of the defeat of the prohibition 
amendment, that very little campaigning 
Was done against it, and thousands of 
men who were opposed to the idea of 
prohfhition failed altogether to register 
their opposition to it at the polls. On 
the other hand, the prohibitionists were 
never so active. Governor st. John him- 
self took the stump, 

“John G. Wooley, Helen M. Gouger and 
a host of lesser national] lights, entered 
the state campaign. Ministers, churches 
and Sunday schools everywhere took up 
the cry of prohibition. Millions of temper- 
ance tracts and speeches Were printed and 
freely distributed. Every voter known to 
be in favor of prohibition was at his post 
on election day, and when the ballots 
were counted, to the surprise of the whole 
state, a majority of the votes cast were 
counted for the amendment. 

Prohibition Fires Built. 

“The rum-devil had met his Waterloo. 
Prohibtion fires in celebration of the 
event were burned upon every hilltop, in 
every valley and far out on the western 
plains of the state. The temperance peo- 
ple had won the most signal victory in 
the history of the movement. 

“No more serious, sincere or honorabie 
people ever championed a cause than were 
the prohibitionists. They honestly pbe- 
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lieved that the end of intemperance was 
already in sight; but now came the serious 
work of enforcing the law. Backed by an 
aroused public conscience, and in the fer- 
vor of his own vigorous manhood, Gover- 
nor St. John entered upon this work. 

“‘Be it said to his credit, he came nearer 
making a success of prohibition than any 
man who has succeeded him as chief ex- 
ecutive of the state of Kansas. For two 
years the temperance people were active. 
Local officials in full accord with the dom- 
inant sentiment of the state administra- 
tion were elected. The law was enforced 
with some degree of success. In the 
meantime, Governor St. John had been 
elected for a second term of two years. 


Feeling secure in the conscientiousness of | 


a duty well done, the temperance workers 
ceased their agitation. 

“Gradually they shifted the moral re- 
sponsibility for the law’s enforcement 
upon the Shoulders of those charged with 
the administration of the laws. Prohib!- 
tion sentiment gradually subsided. The 
moral sentiment of the people, without 
the support of which no legal enactment 
will be of any effect, was allowéd to cool. 
Indifference took the place of earnest 
zeal. The last year of Governor St. John’s 


‘administration was a stormy one politi- 


cally. Local officials were becoming in- 
different to the laws and enforcement. 
Violations of the law were becoming every 
day more numerous. Under the provis- 
ions of the law, the governor of the state 
had the power to appoint assistant attor- 
neys generals in such counties as the local 
authorities failed or for any reason were 
unable to enforce the -prohibitory law. 
Under this provision, Governor St. John 
appointed a large number of attorney's 
general for different counties of the state. 
This action on the part of the state's ex- 
ecutive precipitated a whiskey war the 
like of which was never exceeded in the 
history of the state. 

‘In the midst of this embroylio came on 
the state election of 188%. Mr. St. John 
was again the candidate of his party for 
the office of governor. He made a he- 
roic canvass, but the people had tired of 
the constant and expensive warfare. The 
hosts of prohibition could not be rallied. 
In the hopes of ridding themselves of the 
burden of the obnoxious law, which even 
in the hands of its most ardent friends 
had failed of success, thousands of re- 
publicans turned to the democratic state 
and legislative ticket, which stood pledgea 
ito re-submit to the people the prohibition 
amendment to the constitution, and voted 
for the candidates of that party. The re- 
sult was the election of the first demo- 
cratic governor in the history of the state, 
Hon. George W. Glick, of Atchison, being 
elected over St. John by a decided ma- 
jority. . But the prohibitionists held the 
balance of power in the legislature, and 
the re-submissionists failed to muster the 
necessary two-thirds majority. 

No Attempt To Enforce Law. 

“No serious attempt was made to en- 
force the law during the ensuing two 
years. In the election of 1886, the republi- 
cans were successful, electing Hon. John 
A. Martin, of Atchison, to succeed Gover- 
nor Glick. The prohibitionists were again 
in the majority in the legislature, and en- 
deavored to strengthen the prohibition law 
in several directions, among them by ada- 
ing heavier penalties for violations of the 
law and authorizing the governor to offer 
rewards for the successful prosecution of 
violators of the law, etc., but all to no 
purpose. The violation of the law became 
more flagrant each day. ‘Blind tigers,’ 
‘holes in the wall,’ ‘joints,’ and half a 
hundred other devices were resorted to 
to defeat the law. Drug stores sprung 
up in every village and hamlet in the 
state. A few empty bottles upon the 
shelves, a few toilet articles in the show- 
cases, and a large and varied assortment 
of liquid refreshments behind the pre- 
scription case. constituted the modern 
Kansas drug store. To secure a drink, 
the drinker must sign a sworn certificate 
that the liquor so purchased was for 
medical purposes. Huge books of signed 
and sworn affidavits were kept constantly 
on hand in blank, and perjury was re- 
duced to a common, ordinary pastime. 

“It was about this time that the late 
lamented John J. Ingalls made his famous 
declaration that prohibition in Kansas 
was @ success, ‘because the prohibitionists 
had prohibition and the whisky men had 
whisky.’ But this prostitution of the pub- 
lic copscience became the curse of the 
state. In most communities no jury could 
be found who would convict a violator of 
the law Public officials became contami- 
nated. Only the vilest and most irrespon- 
sible men would engage in the liquor traf- 
fic. They were totatlly and wholly irfe- 
sponsible. Their business being outlawed. 
they go!d to minors, to drunkards, and 
in fact, to any one who had the price. If 
a& convictiog was secured it was at a 
great expense, and then the party convict- 
ed would simply go to jail and serve his 
sentence, the while hiring a substitute to 
serve his thirsty customers at his usual 
place of business. 

State Got No Revenue. 

‘The state derived absolutely no revenue 
from the traffic, and thus the farce of pro- 
hibition dragged on for eight’ years 
through the succeeding administrations of 
Governor Martin, republican, who served 
four years; of Governor Humphries, re- 
publican, who served two years. and of 
Governor Lewelling, populist, who served 
two years. The. matter had become so 
serious and the state of public morals so 
debased and rotten that when Governar 
H. N. Morrill, republican, who succeeded 
Governor Lewelling to the chief magis- 
tracy of the state in 1894, was inducted 
Into office, he declared that the prohibition 
law ag then administered was the great- 
est curse ever visited upon the state. 

“Mr. Morrill, who was himself a pro- 
hibitionists and prominent churchman. 
had served several terms in the national! 
congress and was considered one of the 
ablest public men of the west, now under- 
took tye rgjunevation of the putrid car- 
cass of -prohibition. He appointed at- 
torneys general in many counties of the 
state. In his efforts to enforce the un- 
popular law he plunged the state into a 
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mass Qf litigation, from which it emerged 
humiliated and defeated, and at an ex- 
pense of more than $50,000 to the tax- 
payers of the state. 

“In the election of 1896 Governor Morrill 
went down to defeat. He was succeeded 
by Hon, John W. Leedy, a populist. The 
legislature was-also anti-republican, but 
the re-submissionists cotuld not muster the 
necessary two-third majority, and sp the 
prohibition law remained to curse the 
state. The legislature of 1892, hoping to 
Straighten the prohibition law, had taken 
from ali cities of the first-class in the 
State the right of police control and 
placed it in the hands of the governor of 
the state, whose duty it was, under the 
law, to appoint three police commissioners 
from each city of the first-class, a chief 
of police and a police judge. 

“Under this law the police force of each 
city became the mere machine of the 
party in power in the state and was the 
chief source of revenue in the conduct of 
each campaign. Under its operation the 
cities of Kansas suffered the most corrupt 
regime ever visited upon the municipali- 
ties. The makers of the law provided 
that it might be suspended by proclama- 
tion of the governor of the state. Gover- 
nor Leedy suspended the law and return- 
ed to the cities the right of local seif-gov- 
ernment. During his term of office the 
pardoning power was seldom used in fa- 
vor of convicted violators of the prohibi- 
tory law. 

“While not himself a_ prohibitionist, 
Governor Leedy came nearer securing an 
enforcement of the law than any man 
since the days of the first term of Gover- 
nor St. John, but he eould not succeed to 
any great degree because the violation 
of the law had become such a common oc- 
curance that it was no longer a crime in 
the public mind to engage in the unlawful 
liquor traffic. Governor Leedy succeeded, 
however, in earning the ill will of both 
the prohibitionists and the whisky ele- 
ment and in the campaign of 1898 went 
down to defeat. His successful opponent 
wag Hon. W, E, Stanley, the present en- 
cumbent, who, before his election, was a 
Witchita lawyer and Sunday school super- 
intendent. Mr. Stanley is a professed pro- 
hibitiopist, but the burden of enforcing the 
law is beyond the power of any man. 

Law Now a Dead Letter. 

“Today, with the exception of probably 
half a dozen counties in the state, the 
prohibition law is a dead letter. It 
operates only to the destruction of public 
and private morals. In all cities of the 
second-class will be found barrooms equal 
in magnificance of appointment to ang 
found in any high-license state. 

“Pubhic offieidls are everywhere subsi- 
dized with impunity. In one county. of 
which I am_ personally cognizant, the 
county attorney’s office, which under the 
law, pays a salary of $1,200 per year, is 
worth more than $6,000 to the incumbent. 
Tribute gathered from the violators of the 
prohibitory law.

Prohibition would be defeat- 
ed overwhelmingly if again resubmitted 
to the people. The law has been buttress- 
ed by every possible amendment to the 
original statue. It has been as great a 


failure in the hands of its friends as in 


the hands of its enemies. It is hateful in 
the sight of God and man in its present 
standing and has done more to undermine 
the public conscience and debase the pub- 
lic morals of Kansas than all the intoxi- 
cating liquors ever manufactured or sold 
in the Sunflower State.”’

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TRAITORS WORK 
FOR INSURGENTS 


Two Prominent Merchants Are 
Under Arrest at Manila, 


ONE OF THEM AN AMERICA 


Alleged That They Have Been Fur- 
nishing Supplies to the Insur- 
gents—The American Has 
Been Getting Contracts 
from Ainerica. 


Manila, February 6.—Theodorio Carran- 
za, a prominent and wealthy Spanish 
merchant and hemp and cocoanut buyer, 
was arrested this afternoon charged with 
furnishing supplies to aid the insurgents. 
Carranza is also a partner of D. M. Car- 
man, an American contractor and owner 
of boats, who had considerable trans- 
portation contracts with the government. 
The provost marshal and secret service 
Officers have been watching a number 
of merchants and transportation men 
for sometime past. The police officials 
have had a long interview with Carranza 
and the arrest of several merchants Is 
expected to result. 


At the close of the interview between 
the police and Carranza, the latter was 
placed in confinement in the Anda street 
police station, Carman was arrested to- 
night and, after considerable question- 
ing, was sent to the same station. 

The men are charged with conducting 
the business of buying copra from insur- 
gent presidentes at Pagsanjan, in the 
eastern extremity of J.aguna de Ray, 
and also with paying assessments for 
the insurgent cause. 


Furnish Insurgents Uniforms. 
The evidence adduced tonight was to

He has a monopoly of 
carrying goods going through the custom 
house ashore from the ships, and has 
made a great deal of money.

Pekin, - February 6.—At their meeting 
this s;morning the foreign envoys preparea 
‘a note to be delivered tothe Chinese plen- 
{potentiaries containing the substance of 
the decision arrived at last night, includ- 
ing the sentences of execution. This will 
be translated and delivered to Prince 
Ching and Li Hung Chang, who will im- 
mediately communicate with the court 
before reply. 

The ministers refuse to spare the life 
of Tung Fu Hsiang, on the ground that 
they did not consider the claim of the 


- plenipotentiaries reasonable. They allowed 


the lives of Prince Tuan and Duke Lan 
because of their relationship to the impe- 
rial family and the effect their death 
might have on the Chinese. 

At the meeting of the foreign ministers 
and Chinese plenipotentiaries today the 
entire proceedings were conducted orally, 
no writings being presented to the Chi- 
hese. A formal indictment against the 
twelve officials whose punishment hada 
been demanded by the powers was read, 


however, though Kan Yi and Li Ping 
Heng are dead. 


Officials To Be Punished. 


‘The officials whose punishment has been 
demanded are: 

Prince Chuang, commander in chfet of 
boxers, who had a large share in the re- 
- sponsibility for promises of rewards of W 
taels for the capture of foreigners ana 
the death of persons protecting them. 

Prince Tuan, the principal instigator ot 
the troubles into which he dragged the 
Chinese government. 

Duke Lan, vice president of the. po- 
lice, who was accessory to the giving of 
orders for the capture of foreigners and 
was the first to open the gates of the 
city to the boxers. | 

Ying Nien, criminal accomplice of 
Prince Chuang and Duke Lan in their 
machinations. 

Kang Yi, one of the instigators and 
counsellors of the boxers, who always pro- 
tecteq them. 

Chaos Su Kiam, a member of the 
grand council and also minister of justice, 
who was one of the leaders against the 
foreigners. 

Yu Hsien, who reorganized the boxers, 
was the crue] author of the massacres in 
the Shan Si province and assassinated 
with his own hand foreigners and mis- 
sionaries. 

General Tung Fuh Siang, who, with 
Prince Tuan, carried out in Pekin the 
Plans against the foreigners and who 
commanded the attacks on the legations 
and the soldiers who assassinated the 
Japanese chancellor. % 

Li Ping Heng, who influenced recogni- 
tion of the boxers as loyal and patriotic 
men. 

Hsu Tung, most hostile to foreigners, 
accomplice of the boxers and tutor to the 
heir apparent. 

Hsu Cheng Yu; who has the same re- 
sponsibility. 

‘Kth Siu, minister at the rites of service 
of the boxers. 

The ministers then announced that these 
personages all deserved death. 

When these questions are all settled the 
foreign plenipotentiaries will have to indi- 
cate who, to their knowledge, committed 
crimes in the provinces, punishment for 
which will have to be inflicted. 

They will also presnt to the Chinese, in 
order to prevent misunderstanding, the 
text of the edict referred to in erticle 10 
of the collective note, before its publica- 
tion. 

Fiea for Tung Fu Siang. 

The foreign ministers this morning gave 
out for publication a secret imperial edict 
handed to them yesterday by the Chinese 
peace plenipotentiaries, which pleads es- 
pecially for the life of Tung Pu Siang, 
commander in chief of the army. It says

Work at Dade City, 
STEEL CELLS STOOD FIRM 


And the Mob Poured Volley After 
Volley Through the Bars—Vic- 
tims Had Murdered One 
White Men and 
Wounded One. 


Dade City, Fla, February 6.—Will 
Wright and Sam Willams, negroes, 
charged with being implicated in the 
killing of Dan Childers and the wound- 
ing of J. B. McNeilv, both white, at Rice 
& Phelps’s camp on January 26th, were 
killed in the county jail by a mob of fifty 
cr more men at a late hour last night. 

The mob first called upon Sheriff Grif- 
fin and demanded of him the keys to the 
jail. The sheriff refused and stcod firm 
through all the efforts to intimidate him. 
The lynching party then moved toward 
the jail and succecded in breaking 
through the outer walls, but could not 
break through the steel cells. After ex- 
hausting every effort to do so they 
opened fire on the two prisoners fron: the 
outside, through the steel Lars. Whl- 
liams was almost instantly killed an 
Wright was fatally wounded and died 
a few hovrrs later. 

The coroner’s jury at the investigation 
today returned a verdict that the two 
men had been killed by parties unknown 
to the jury. 


NEWS NOTES FROM 
THE STATE CAPITOL 


The people of Monticello, through Hon. 
Harvie Jordan, representative from Jas- 
per county, have filed a petition with the 
railroad commission asking that the Cen- 
tral railroad be directed to build a new 
depot at that place. The petition will 
come up for a hearing at the next regular 
meeting of the commission. The citizens 
of Monticello, who are on the Macon and 
Northern division of the Central, eccm- 
plain that their depot facilities are entire. 
ly inadequate. They say that the wait- 
ing room is only fourteen feet square, 
and that this small room is used by 
white and colored alike. This is simply a 
revival of a former effort on the part of 
the people of that Place to secure better 
depot facilities, It is understood that the 
Central is not averse to building a new 
depot for them, but that the only avail- 


able land for a station is held at an ex- 
orbitant price. 


Governor Candler yesterday granted a 
pardon to &. B. Adams, who was con- 
victed in Miller county at the April term 
ir 1897 of manslaughter and sentenced to 
serve fourteen years in the penitentiary 
Adams had participated in a general 
fight and it was not certain that he fired 
the fatal shot. His conduct Was good 
both before and after conviction of the 
offense. Many people signed the recom- 
mendation for executive clemency, which 
has been granted. The case has been 
looked after in Adams's behalf by Sen- 
ator Bush, of the eighth district. 


Attorney General Terrell said yesterday 
the indications were that he would have 
to go to Washington to argue the Georgia 
stamp tax case before the United States 
supreme court. He will not know defi- 
nitely before the latter part of next 
week. In the event congress fails to 
repeal the stamp tax on express receipts 
the case will still stand, having been 
taken up from the court of appeals. The 
indications are now that congress will 
not pass the bill repealing a portion of 
the war taxes. 


The hunt for historic ancestors is being 
prosecuted vigorously from day to day 
among the records in the office of Sec 
retary of State Phil Cook. Hardly a day 
passes but someone calls there for the 
purpose of going over old records in the 
effort to establish the fact that they 
were descended directly from a soldier 
of the revolution. Most of these are men 
or women who are seeking to perfect theit 
title to join the Sons of the Revolution, 
the Daughters of the Revolution, the 
Colonial Dames, or some other patriotic 
society with similar requirements of an- 
cestry. ; 

There is amone Georgia's $5,000 or $6,000 
of clainis against the United States gov- 
ernment on account of expens2s in get- 
ting out the volunteers for the war with 
Spain, which remain unpaid, an item of 
$975 for rental of the camp ground at 
Griffin which may require an act of con- 
gress before it can be paid. The war de- 
partmert has turned this ‘ten: down flat- 
ly on the ground that it can pay no 
claims for rental unless the property 
rented was negotiated for and a rrice 
stipulated before it was used. Gevernor 
Candler is still making an effort to se- 
cure it through the regular channels, and 
if he fails to do s9 the only reccurse will 
be an act of congress specifically appro- 
priating the amount for tke purpos? 
ramed. Thiere are several other ainounts 
among the Georgia claims which have not 
been paid because, it is asserted, satis- 
factory vouchers have r.ot been furnished. 
In some cases receipis for money ex- 
pended were not secured, and this is a 
requirement of the war department before 
it is willing to satisfy such claims. It 
is belteved, however, that Georgia will 
get most, if not all, of the amount still 
due by the general government.

When hundreds of homes are under fi. fa. for sale because of inability 
to pay taxes, shall millions be jauntily voted away to private individuals 
who are seeking to squeeze the publie? 

While business men are complaining of municipal exactions, as well 
as of freight discriminations, are corporations to earn millions of dollars 
out of free grants? 

The people of Atlanta voted in the late election for competition In 
electric franchises. 

Every member of the present city council, in order to win election, 
pledged his personal honor to competition. Mayor Mims, with a bravery 
never before witnessed in the executive chair, declared that hereafter fran- 
chises should not be granted for longer than twenty-one years, and that 
remuneration for the city should, if possible, be ineluded. . This plan, if it 
could be applied, would contribute to the reduction of city taxes, and it 
would give the people an opportunity to take stock again in twenty-one 
years. It would establish the people as one of the parties to the negotla- 
tion. fs 
The council is to be commended for having reached one vote for com- 
petition, even though a string, leading to an adverse quarter, holds it in 
halt. Strangely enough the controlling effort was to rule out the people, 
and to make the corporations supreme. The clarion cry was sounded in 
the heat of discussion—‘Give them a forty-year franchise if they want 
it.” But the council did not do it. All this had been preceded by the actual 
granting of one franchise running for forty years and a cormorant de- 
mand for more of the same @ort. : , 

What is this which would be scattered as free as chaff? 

We have some evidence of the value of an electric franchise in At- 
lanta, officially attested to by Mr. Henry M. Atkinson, president of the 
Georgia Electric Light Company. In this official statement, all the 
more solemn because made as a basis upon which to float $400,000 in 
bonds, Mr. Atkinson gives the following as “the gross and net earnings 


of the company for a period of nine years:”

These earnings were made on an investment of “$887,000.” 

The head of the Georgia Electric Light Company thus continues: “The 
increase of gross earnings for the peried of nine years has been TWELVE 
PER CENT. This growth has been rapid and regular.” 

Here, then, is the value of one electric franchise, and it has no rea- 
son for being better than its companion franchises, which have had an 
equally “rapid and regular” development. In this statement we include 
both the Rapid Transit and the Atlanta Power Company. This immense 
gift, as declareg in the same letter, “is unlimited as to time”—that is for- 
ever! 

Yet it is now gravely proposed to keep up the policy of long-time 
franchises, from the benefit of which the taxpayer will be ruled out! 

Let us see what manner of gift this is. It has been shown that one 
company alone has had a “rapid and regular’ increase of “twelve per 
cent.” Taking it tp for the tenth year, where President Atkinson 
leaves off, and on to the fortieth, as attested over the signature of the

As for the street railway franchises, The Constitution hopes that 
the council will grant JUST AS MANY AS ARE ASKED FOR, permit- 
ting the construction of street railway lines on every street in the city 
if there are those who are ready to so invest their money, The same time 
limit, however, should be applied to transportation companies as has 
already been applied in following the precedent so forcibly enunciated in 
Mayor Mims’s message. 

The Constitution hopes never to see another forty-year franchise 
granted to anybody in the city of Atlanta. The giving away of 
the streets for such a length of time would be. a recklets, 
inexcusable and a criminal waste of public assets, and we do 
not believe that this or any other council will go on record as favor- 
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Some Conflicting Records. 

There are some conflicting records 
. abroad, notwithstanding the general 
prevalence of dividends. 

The Times, -of Philadelphia, a con- 
servative newspaper, prints a story 
which presents a euriows contrast:

A Philadelphia judge has just fined 
a doctor ten dollars because he was 
late in answering a court summons, 

It was pleaded that, the doctor was 
justified in attending his patient before 
coming into court. The case was one 
of virulent diphtheria, and anti-toxin 
had been administered, which made it 
necessary to keep a sharp watch on the 
sufferer. According to medica! custom, 
the doctor had visited his patient six 
hours after the anti-toxin had been in- 
jected, and this had caused him to miss 
a train connection and thus reach the 
courtroom half an hour late. 

“Well,”’ said Judge Wiltbank, as sten- 
ographically reported, “I did not under- 
stand that it was so serious, but, despite 
that fact, it were better that the patient 
had died than that the commonwealth 
should be treated with contempt." 

This was a most brutal assumption 
of court power, and is warmly resent- 
ed by the doctors of the country. One 
noted physician said of it: 

I cannot gee how a man with a heart 
could expect a physician to desert a per- 
son afflicted with disease. No true pbhysl- 
clan would do it. A practitioner’s first 
duty is to his patient; then. to the court, 
it his attendance at court be necessary. 
Any physician who would leave q suffer- 
ing person and attend court. simply be- 
cause he was afraid of a judicial penalty 
would be unworthy of his calling. The 
medical profession hag no place for such 
men, ; 

There are other judges, however, 
who will take a more sensible view of 
court power,

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TASK BEFORE MRS. NATION 
IS A TREMENDOUS ONE 


RS. NATION, the Kansas crusader, 

who is smashing and by the same 

token getting smashed, is not the 
first crusader, though she is perhaps the 
first who adopted the San Francisco Chi- 
nese “hatchet society’’ methods of war- 
fare. Anti-saloon crusades originated in 
New England about half a century ago, 
under the teachings of the original re- 
former, Neal Dow —the Nation of thdse 
days. His lectures on temperance or 
prohibition spread the contagion like a 
western prairie fire. Women organized 
societies and prayed in front of the sa- 
loons, after the manner of the Salvation 
Army of today, but finding that their 
prayera were ineffectual, resorted to a 
miid form of raiding, but only in a few 
instances was violence used, and this was 
Hmited to knocking out the heads of a few 
barrels of chain-lightning and belaboring 
thefr drunken husbands with broomsticks. 
The “Maine Hquor law" was the result of 
this anti-liquor wave, and the contagion 
spread to other New England states, 
Which aiso enacted prohibitory laws, 
which did not prohibit. While the states 
were supposed to be dry, there was more 
drunkenness than previous te the enact- 
ment of the laws. The anti-saloon crusade 
had the effect of estabNshing ‘private 
cluts’’ in every city, town and at every 
cross-roads. Many of these clubs were 
also conducted as ganibling houses. After 
the members had fleeced each other, they 
invited their friends and the public, who 
were also in turn fleeced. Im order to en- 
force the law, the counties and cities 
maintained armies of constables, and 
s}‘ies, every woman constituting herself a 
special official or informer. It became so 
ursefe that many had to send to New 
York for their jugs of whisky. Under the 
*‘spotter’’ system prosecutions were 
numerous, and the saloon mén suffered as 
much, if not more, than from the.pres-nt 
hatchet crusade, for their cntire stock 
was confiscated, they were prosecuted 
ctfminally, and any other property they 
possessed was held liable. 

As a rule, however, the men led the 
crusades, for there was money for the 
informers. ‘The crusaders were justified 
under the law in pouring out the spirits 


of the wicked violators of the law, until 
finally the reform movement broadened 
out into wholesale disorder, and galoons 
were permitted under the guise of “drug 
stores’ and “‘temperance hotels,” aficr 
the Kansas style of a few years ago. 

Mrs. Nation, the originator of the 
hatchet society crusade, has % large task 
on hand if she purposes to wipe out all 
of the saloons in the country. New York 
city, with its 10,000 saloons, will occupy 
the hatchet society at least a week, and 
if she goes up against Chicago, which hus 
nearly as many, she may wish that she 
was back in Karmsas. We feel that At- 
lanta is safe, at least for the’ time being. 
After the destruction of these sitoons, no 
doubt ste will turn her hatchets against 
the distil'ertes. of which there are 7.000 in 
the United States, not counting the 
‘““moonshiners” in the mountains of «ieor- 
gia, Tennessee and other states. ‘These 
7,08 distilleries turn out 100,0u0,000 gallons 
ol stuff a year, which would float our 
navy if poured into a channel. When these 
have been demolished, Mrs. Nation will 
find about two thousand breweries wait- 
ing for the hatchet seciety of smashers. 
These breweries turn out about 1,500,000,009 
gallons of beer per year, which, if sho 
knocks in the barrel heads, will also make 
another good navigable stream. 

The way of the reformer is hard and 
full of trouble—especially of the hatchet 
type. hBirs, Nation and Mrs. Sheriff have 
perhaps never read of the fate of the 
first crusade led by Peter the Herrit and 
Walter Penniless in the eleventh century. 
They were the originators of the crusade 
business, and while their motives were 
worthy, being inspired by Christian zeal 
to expel the infidel Saracens from the 
holy land, they went too far. They de- 
parted from religion and persecuted the 
people whom they overrun, and finally 
were almost exterminated by the Turks. 
This first of the crusades started with a 
small band, and spread like the Kansas 
ratchet society, from nation to nation, 
unt!) all of western Christendom Was en- 
geged, numbering perhaps 300,000. but 
their departure frcm the moral law Wzs 
their undoing. From th.s time there has 
beén, crusades of all kinds, by reformers 
and fanatics, down to the Nation hatchet 
soctety, which assumes to be both the law 
and the executioners.

TODAY WILL WED A DUKE 


HEN the queen regent of Hol- 
W land informed her daughter{ that 

royal personages were obliged to 
marry for other than sentimental rea- 
sons, the girl queen replied simply and 
decidedly: 

“Mme. Mamma, when it comes my time 
you will see that I am a different kind 
of roya! personage. It requires two per- 
sons to marry as well as to make @ 
quarrel. When I marry I shall marry 
for love. I will select my husband with- 
out the aid of the council of ministers 
or any one else.”

A little later 
she caused a sensation by announcing her 
béetrothal to Duke Henry of Meclen- 
bure-Schwerin, and has _ incidentally 
taught her ministers a lesson they will 
remember for some time. They now re- 
alize that she is queen and no figure- 
head. Affajfrs of state could take care of 
themselves, but when an affair of the 
heart was at stake, the queen simply an- 
nounced her decision and the nation had 
to make the best of it. 

Queen Wilhelmina is just twenty-one 
years old and has flirted with every 


royal eligible of Europe, but none 
awakened the love which she knew 


would come some day. Because of her 
playing fast and loose with the hearts 
of the royal princes she gained the name 
of the most arrant flirt in all the king- 
doms. Princes of the blood were warned 
by all to beware of Wilhelmina, the dan- 
gerous coquette. 

The girl queen has vindicated herself. 
She has acted in direct opposition to the 
advice of her ministers. She had fallen in 
love with a handsome young man and 
was going to marry him. She did not 
care how the union affeeted statecraft or 
the policy of her ministry, she was in 
love and was going to be married and 
would not wait. These grave statesmen 
pleaded with her to postpone the an- 
nouncement of her engagement for rea- 
sons of estate, They argued that she was 
very young and might want to change 
her mind, but no argument was suffi- 
cient to stay her. 

‘Hearts before crowns,” says the girl 
queen. Refusing to listen to further 
argument from her ministers the quéen 
tossed her pretty head and flounced out 
of the apartment. She first felt love's 
dart at the court ball in Potsdam. Em- 
peror Willlam was there, and was anx- 
ious that the young queen should be- 
come enamored of some of the princes of 
the German statcs, She danced and 
flirted with Prince Joachim Albert of 
Prussia, and every one thought he was 
to be the lucky suitor. Duke Henry of 
Mecklenburg was there, but the dainty 
little queen gave him no particular at- 
tention.

That she has a will of her own Wtll- 
helmina has demonstrated since her 
earliest childhood.

The 
governess determined to punish her for 
this and gave her a task to make a 
colored map of Europe. The young 
queen appealed to her mother, Queen 
Emma, to keep her from making the 
map. The queen mother sided with the 
governe:.. and the child had to perform 
the task. 

In order to get even with the governess 
she made the map, but drew it all out 
of proportion. She made Holland one of 
the largest countries of Europe and drew 


‘the British Isles so that a microscope 


was necessary to find them. Then with 
a dab of gray paint she obliterated them. 
When Miss Winter asked where those 
islands were ehe replied: 

‘There, pointing with her finger. 

‘But I cahnot see them,”’ said Miss

“Oh, no; they are hidden by the Brit- 
ish fog,"’ replied the queen. 

While playing with her dolls one day, 
there was one waxen image that re- 
fused to sit up.

mina. 

One of the most striking characteris- 
tics of the young queen, and the one 
which has endeared her to her people, !s 
her great love and respect for her mother. 
While a girl of fourteen Wilhelmina 
knocked on the door of her mother’s 
apartment. 

“Who is it?” queried Queen Emma. 

“The queen of Holland,” replied the 
child. 

Queen Emma did not like the assump- 
tion of such dignity in her child and 
declined to open the door. Wilhelmina 
became very angry and left. In about 
half an hour she returned and again 
knoeked on the door. 

“Who is it?’ asked the queen mother. 

‘Tt’s your little girl, Mina,” answered 
the child. 

The queen mother opened the door 
and then reproved the child for assum- 
ing such dignity. 

“T am not always ready to receive the 
queen of Holland,”’ she said, “but I am 
always glad to see little Mina.”’ 

While driving in the park during early 
childhood Wilhelmina ordered the car- 
riage stopped in order that she might 
see a snowball battle being waged by 
her subjects. She became so interested 
in the contest that she slipped out of 
the carriage and began pelting the chil- 
dren of the winning side. 


They promptly accepted the challenge 
and returned snowbalis with interest. 
The youne queen stood her ground and 


when her footman attempted to prevent 
her being struck she ordered him back 
to the carriage. 

“If I throw at them, they have a right 
to throw at me,”’ was the philosophy of 
the little monarch. 

Simplicity in everything has marked 
the career of Wilhelmina. While she 
has the costiiest of costumes they are 
usually of white or H@ht gray tints and 
made very plain. Queen Emma has in- 
sisted that her daughter shall learn no 
extravagant ways. Shopkeepers always 
welcome her, for the reason that she is 
easily pleased and knows exactly what 
she wants. 

The queen mother has brought the 
young vuler up to tear nothing and her 
cOurage and independence are her most 
marked characteristics. A few years 
ago the young queen desired very much 
to ride a bicycle in the royal park. 

As this was a question for «he council] 
of ministers to decide, these gray bearded 
statesmen met in solemn session, wear- 
ing their robes and insignia of office, to 
discuss the matter. After a session of 
two hours, they announced it as the 
Opinion of the council that the young 
queen should not be permitted to ride a 
bicycle. They decided it was not the 
proper thing for a young woman to do. 

Queen Wilhelmina listened attentively 
to the verdict and then announced that 
she proposed to ride her wheel in the 
park whenever she wished to. Only the 
intervention of her mother prevented 
her from carrying out this determina- 
tion, ministers or no ministers.

Wilhelmina was born August 31, 1880, 
and the training of her character has 
been her mother’s only thought.

By means of out- 
door sport and plenty of exercise she 
recovered her vigor and now 
a physique which will compare most 
favorably for robustness with any of 
her subjects. 

Until she was eighteen the young 
queen arose each day at 7 o'clock and 
wa® in bed by 10 o'clock at night. She 
is likely to be as stout as Queen Vic- 
torla some day. She is now as matronly 
as a woman of thirty. 

Wilhelmina’s flance, Duke Henry, is 
the half uncle of the voresent grand duke 
of Mecklenburg-Schwerin. Duke Fred 
erick Francois II, who died in 1883, was 
married three times. Henry, the coming 
prince consort, was the last of his child- 
ren by the third wife, Grand Duchese 
Marie. He was born at Schwerin April 
19, 1876, and his full name ig Henry 
Viadimir Albert Ernest. He is a lieuten- 
ant on the staff of a batallion of the chas- 
seurs of the Russian Guards and an offi- 
cer in the line regiment of Mecklenburg. 
He is tall, bright looking"and German in 
appearance. The grand ducal house of 

ecklenburg is the only reigning family 
of western Europe of Slavonic origin. It 
claims to be the oldest sovereign

The 
Official investigation is being conducted by 
Rev. Father P. S. McHale. president of 
the Niagara university, whose authority 
has been received from Rome, Mrs. Seton 
was the daughter of Dr, and Mrs, Rich- 
ard Bayley, who were both Episcopaiiaus. 
Tney. belonged to a good family of 
Northumberland, England. Elizabeth 
Ann, the prospective saint, was born in 
New York in 1774 and in 1779 was married 
to William M. Seton, a relative of Lord 
Seton. He remained loyal] to the English 
Causa during the American revolution. In 
1803 Mr. Seton died and his wife went to 
Italy. On her return she joined the Ro- 
Iman Catholic faith and in 1809 she estab- 
Hshed what later became the Sisters of 
Charity. She died in 1821. 


Since the death of the late Philip D. 
Armour, attention has been directed 
afresh to the Armour Institute of Chi- 
cago, which is the princeliest monument 
to the memory of the deceased million- 
alre-phiianthropist. Several months prior 
to’ the death of Mr. Armour Dr. F. 
Ww. nsaulus, who had been the dean of 
the institute since the time of its organ- 
igation, tendered his resignation, hay- 
ing succeeded by reason of his splendid 
executive ability in placing the institute 
upon secure foundations.

After this he received his preparatory 
training in the Boston Latin school, and 
in 1885 graduated from Harvard, receiv- 
ing the degree of “Summa cum Laude” 
as bachelor of arts, His specialty was 
mathematics, and after spending two 
years as superintendent of schools in Dub- 
lin, Ind., he became a teacher of mathe- 
matics in the Englewood High school, 
which position he held from 1887 to 1899. 
He was then offered the position of head 
professor of mathematics at Armour In- 
stitute. In 1898 he was made dean of the 
college and on the resignation of Dr. 
Gunsaulus from the president’s chair last 
November he was made acting president. 
Mr. Alderson is a descendant of the May- 
flower Pilgrims, his ancestor, William 
Brewster, having been elder of the band. 
One of his forefathers, Henry Dunster. 
Was made president of Harvard college 
at the founding of the institution in 1636. 
He has made a profound study of tech- 
nical education in Europe and America. He 
belongs to the Society of the Mayflower 
Descendants, of which he is the historian: 
the Society of Colonial Wars, the West- 
ern Society of Engineers, the American 
Social Science Association, the Harvard 
Alumni Association and the Delta Upstlor 
Alumni Club.

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TO THE COURTS 


Opposes City Giving $1,500 to 
Chamber of Commerce 


|) 


DECLARES {T IS ILLEGAL 


Alderman Pierce Would Have the 


Board To Look After the Mis- 
treated and Decrepit 
Mules and Horses 
of the City. 


Aldérman Welch, during the meeting 
‘of council yesterday morning, declared 
that the appropriation of $1,500 to the 
chamber of commerce for advertising 
purposes was illegal and that he would 
oppose the matter even to the extent of 
going into the courts. 

When the finance committee made up 
the preliminary apportionment sheet in 
January, it recommended that $1,500 be 
given to the chamber. It was held then 
that the money, while apportioned, could 
only be taken out for use upon a proper 
resolution passed by council. Alderman 
Welch announced in the aldermanic board 
meeting which concurred in the appor- 
tionment sheet that he would oppose any 
effort made to take the money out for 
advertising purposes. 

Councilman Hill yesterday introduced 
such a resolution. This was to authorize 
.the comptroller to draw a warrant for 
the amount. He said the chamber had 
gone ahead with the understanding that 
it would get the $1,500; had prepared cer- 
tain advertising, and now should be given 
the money. It was at this point, Mr. 
Hill having moved the adoption of his 
resolution, that Alderman Welch stated 
his position. 

“As a matter of strict law,’’ said City 
Attorney Mayson, “it would be fiegal. 
It has been the custom, however, in the 
past, I believe, to appropriate money for 
various objects similar to the one in 
this case.” 

Councilman Grady said he thought the 
city was now of sufficient size and im- 
portance not to need $1,500 worth of ad- 
vertising. Councilman Hill wanted to 
know if Alderman Welch had in the past 
opposed the appropriation of money for 
enterprises outside the regular city de- 
partments. Councilman Rawson, chair- 
man of the finance committee, stated 
the committee had considered the claims 
of the chamber to be good, but if it was 
illegal to apportion the money he would 
be compelled to vote against it. 

Upon Councilman Longino’s motion the 
matter was referred back to the finance 
committee. While on his feet the senior 
councilman from the seventh took occa- 
sion to say that if the meetings of coun- 
cil were to take up all the time of its 
members, there was one councilman who 
would not attend every session. 

Board of Human Police. 

During the meeting Alderman Pierce 
introduced an ordinance providing for 
the organization of a board of humane 
police, whose duty should be to look af- 
ter the horses and mules of the city to 
see that the animals were not being mis- 
treated. 

Councilman Barrett took occasion, dur- 
ing the early part of the session, to say 
that his attitude in giving notice to re- 
consider the electric light franchise had 
been misunderstood. He said he had not 
taken that actidh for the purpose of de- 
liberately delaying competition, but be- 
cause he wished the opportunity of pre- 
paring an amendment looking to munici- 
pal lighting. 

He said that during the meeting of 
council on Tuesday that he had been in- 
sulted by being nudged and having grim- 
aces made to his face while he had been 
talking. He said he was high-tempered 
and, while apologizing if he had been dis- 
courteous, stated that if it was repeated 
he would not wait to call upon the chair 

or-the city marshal. 

‘IT have always been in favor of mu- 
nicipal ownership,’’ he continued, “and 
wanted to have the company getting the 
franchise to put in a conduit for the 
city’s use, I would not have the com- 
pany put to any expense of laying this 
conduit, as it would receive pay for the 
work out of the percentage of its gross 
receipts it would pay to the city."’

‘Declare That Street Cars Would 


Ruin Business and 
Property, 


SAY PROSPERITY DEPENDS 
UPON THE WAGON TRADE 


‘Plans for $70,000 Viaduct for Pe- 


ters Stréet Crossing Were Ex- . 
hibited to Committee by 
Chief Engineer of 
Central. 


At the hearing before the counct!! com- 
mittee on electric and other railways yes- 
terday afternoon, citizens and property 
owners on Peters street appeared before 
the committee to oppose the granting of a 
franchise to the Atlanta Rapid Transit 


Company for a railway line on that thor- | 


oughfare. 

The gist of the argument presented was 
to the effect that the prosperity of the 
street depended upon its wagon trade, and 
to put a street car line on the street 
would drive this business to some. other 


} section of the city. 


The members of the committee appeared 
to be impressed by the argument pre- 
sented, and the chairman was moved to 
ask Attorney Preston Arkwright, repre- 
senting the Atlanta Rapid Transit Com- 
pany, if.it was possfble that his company 
would be satisfied to accept some other 
route to West End. 

Mr. Arkwright stated that he was not 
authorized to make any statement of that 
characer, but, at the request of the com- 
mittee, would take the matter up with the 
officers of his road. The committee will 
meet again on the Saturday before the 
regular meeting of council to give both 
sides an opportunity to be heard, 

During the meeting Henry M. Steele, 
chief engineer of the Central, exhibited 
plans of a viaduct for the Peters street 
crossing. It is estimated that such a 
structure would cost about $70,000. No 
action was taken by the committee in re- 
gard to the viaduct, although it is un- 
derstood that tomorow afternoon mem- 
bers of the committee will visit the cross- 
ing to see just how the viaduct would 
have to be built for that place. 

Argument by Citizens. 

When the hearing opened, quite a num- 
ber of interested persons were present. 
Besides Attorney Arkwright,. represent- 
ing the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company, 
there was present President Ernest Wood- 
ruff, of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company, and Attorney W. T. Moyers, 
counsel for that compan“ The gentlemen 
who addressed the committee were Attor- 
ney Thomas Corrigan, representing citi- 
zens and property owners on Peters street, 
and J. J. West, W. S. Wesley, W. W. 
Morgan and J. R. Smith. 

Mr. Corrigan was the first speaker. He 
said that Peters street did not need a 
street railway line, as it was between 
those on Walkéf and Whitehall streets. 
A car line had once occupied Peters 
street, he said, but had been abandoned 
on account of the grade crossing. He de- 
clared that the reason Peters street was 
prosperous was because country mer- 
chants traded there and they did so be- 
cause there were no street cars te scare 
their horses or menace their lives. Thirty- 
two brick stores had been built on Peters 
street between the railroad and Walker 
street in the past two years, said Mr, Cor- 
rigan, 

He said the people of Peters street 
wanted that thoroughfare paved and had 
fought hard to get pavement, but, said 
he, even if the street car company was 
réquired to pave the entire street, the cit!- 
zens would oppose the grant. He stated 
that, much as the citizens on that street 
needed a paving, they would rather have 
prosperity and mud than street cars and 
no trade. Mr. Corrigan asserted that the 
entire city would be injured if the fran- 
chise was granted, because, sald he, the 
owners of stores now get good rents, the 
property is assessed at a good figure, and 
much money pours into the city treasury 
in the way of taxes. 

J, J. West, of the West Lumber Com- 
pany, also spoke along a similar line, and 
J. R. Smith, when asked by the chairman 
if he wished to speak in regard to the 
matter, presented some interesting argu- 
ment. He stated that the people beyond 
the tntersection of Walker and Peters 
streets, where there was already a car 
line, were opposed to the new line, He 
said the property on Peters street between 
the railroad and Walker streets was more 
valuable than any other part of the 
street, and this was the section not hav- 
ing car facilities. 

W. F. Wesley said he had heard that, 
car companies built up cities and streets, 
but he had never a known a street car 
company to ask for a franchise in a city 
that had not already been built up. He 
said the same was true of streets. He 
declared that to grant a line on that 
street would ruin the merchants and prop- 
erty owners.

SEEMS ASSURED 


Passage of Light Franchise Was of 
Great Interest. 


POWER COMPANY IN DOUBT 


Its Acceptance of the Present Fran- 
chise Problematic. 


ANOTHER COMPANY MAY BE FORMED 


In Event Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company Does Not Accept, 
Franchise Will Go to Others. 


Since the unanimous passage of an elec- 
tric lighting franchise by council Tues- 
day night, competition in electric lights 
and power now seems an assured fact be- 
yend all question of a doubt. 

Council’s action was the subject of wide- 
spread comment throughout thercity yes- 
terday and there was general felicitation 
that the long drawn out and bitter fight 
which has been waged against competi- 
tion in electric lights has at last been 
brought to an end. 

While it is generally understood that 
the provisions of the franchise as adopt- 
ed do not meet with the entire approval 
of the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany, it is thought that the franchise 
will be accepted. What doubt that now 
exists on that score will be settled in 
the course of a few days. 

The officers of the company spent a 
large part of yesterday examining the 
franchise and the added amendments 
prior to submitting it to their attorneys 
for further consideration. When the ad- 
vice of the attorneys is received defi- 
nite decision will be reached. 

One of the officers, when asked concern- 
ing the matter yesterday, stated that he 
had not thoroughly digested al) the 


amendments yet and could not say what 
the company would do. 

One fact, however, seems assured: 
Whether or not the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company accepts the franchise, 
an electric lighting plant will be estab- 
lished and Atlanta will be given the com- 
petition for which it has so long clamored. 
If the franchise is rejected by the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company, another 
company will step in the field with ample 
capital and take it. This company will 
be composed of prominent business men, 
the majority of whom are consumers of 
electric lights. While the names of the 
men interested in this venture cannot 
be given at the present time, the move- 
ment has assumed a well defined shape. 
The company, if it is formed, will have 
ample backing and will be prepared to 
proceed with the work of constructing a 
plant at once.

RAWSON RESOLUTION PUTS 
AN END TO HASTY ACTION 


OUNCIL yesterday adopted an ordil- 

nance, introduced by Cvuncilman 

Rawson, providing that street rail- 
way or similar franchises shall not be 
passed upon at the same meeting at 
which they are introduced. The ordi- 
nance further provides that, prior to the 
gecond meeting after the introduction of 
such an ordinance, copies of the pro 
resed grant must be furnished to each 
member of the general council. 

Councilman Rawson stated that the ob- 
ject of the ordinance was to arrange 
matters so that each member-of council, 
when he came to vote on a franchise of 
any kind, could do so with a thorough 
knowledge of what the paper meant, 
Upon his motion the city clerk wag in- 
structed to have prepared typewritten 
copies of the electric light franchise to 
be distributed among the members of 
council. 

The ordinance introduced by Counell- 
man Rawson, 2nd unanimously adopted 
by council, is as follows: 

By Councilman Rawson-—An ordinance pro- 
viding that applications for street railway, 
telephone, telegraph, Ughting, heating or simi- 
lar franchises shall not be passed upon at the 
same meeting at which it is introduced and 
providing that prior to second meeting copies 
shall be furnished to each meeting of the gen- 
eral council 

Section |. Be it ordained by the mayor and 
general counci!, that all applications by any 
person, firm or corporation for authority and 
consent to use the streets, alleys and public 
places of the city for the purpose of construct- 
ing and electrically equipping a line or lines 
of street railway or telephone poles and ducts, 
or telegraph poles and ducts, or lighting poles 
and ducts, or heating ducts and connections, 
or any other franchises requiring the consent 
of the city for the use of the streets, alleys 
and public places of the city, or for any 
of the privileges and grants usually included 
in such franchises shall not be considered or 
passed or granted in any way or to any extent 
at the same meeting of the general council 
at which same were introduced, but shall be 
referred to some committee and considered,

day has developed @ legal question 
which caused considerable discussion 
among the officials in the sheriff's office 
yesterday. The substance of the problem 
is whether the sheriff will receive any 
compensation from the county’ commis- 
sioners for keeping the dog confined in 
the Tower. 

The law provides that for every person 
placed jn jail the sheriff's office shall re- 
ceive 8 cents on entrance into the jail and 
60 cents when the orisoner fs released. The 
office is also allowed 27% cents per day for 
every day the prisoner is confined in the 
jail. A bill will be presented to the coun- 
iy commigsioners at their meeting next 
month for fees to compensate the sheriff's 
office for the confinement of the St. Ber- 
nard. But 


whether the commissioners | 


will act favorably on the bill remains to 
be seen. 

Deputy Sheriff Tye appears to be confi- 
dent that the bill will be paid, while some 
of the other officials of the sheriff's office 
disagree with him: The subject formed 
the topic for a lively debate yesterday and 
after the matter had been discussed pro 
and con in its various features the law 
regulating compensation for the confine- 
ment of people and animals was sought 
and this seems to settle the controversy. 

After providing for compensation for 
people the law mentions a lesg compensa- 
tion for animals, such as horses, cattle, 
sheep, goats, and others, but the canine 
specie is not named. It appears from this, 
therefore, that the board bill of ‘‘Doc” 
will rémain an unsettled affair, unless one 
of the principals in the cage should pay 
it. There is one means of recourse left 
to the sheriff, and that is to prepare the 
bill and present it to the grand jury, 
which body could provide for its payment.

WILL TEST THE TAX LAW 


Packing Houses Have Not Paid In- 
creased Taxes. 


COLLECTOR TO FI. FA. 


Companies Olafm the Law Is Un- 
constftutional, and May Carry 
the Matter Into Court.

Tax Collector Andy Stewart will proba- 
bly issue fi. fas. within the next few days 
against the several packing houses doing 
business in Atlanta for the purpose of 
collecting the increased tax on their 
branch hoases throughout the state. The 
companies have so far failed to pay the 
tax and the matter is now in the hands 
of Solicitor Eugene Black, of the city 
court, for investigation. 

In all probability the nacking houses 
will refuse to acknowledge the fi. fas. 
when they are served, but instead will 
take the matter to the courts to test the 
constitutionality of the law, The legis- 
lature, at its last session, raised the tax 
on each place of business from $100 to 
$200 and it is this tax that the packing 
houses seem disposed not to want to 
pay. 

The packing houses have employed the 
firm of Smith, Hammond & Smith to 
represent them and they contend that 
the law is unconstitutional. If the mat-. 
ter gets into the courts, however, Tax 
Collector Stewart ig confident that he will 
be able to prove that the act is constitu- 
tional.

SOLDIERS’ HOME 

ae Yetorn Who Have Received Pensions 
Are Shut Out. 

WILL HAVE TO WAIT A YEAR 


Pensions Are Paid for Current Year, 
Not for Year Passed. 


FEW CAN BE TAKEN IN THIS YEAR 


Pension Commissioner Lindsey Has 
Paid Out Nearly Half a Million 
of the Pension Fund. 


There is no chance for veterans who 
have just received their_pensions to get 
into the Soldiers’ Home this year, This 
seems definitely settled by a decision ren- 
dered yesterday from the !aw by Attor- 
hey General Terrell with regard to the 
time for which pensions are paid. 

President W. L. Calhoun, of the board 
of trustees of the Soldiers’ Home, being 
in doubt as to what period the pensions 
now being paki covereu, and knowing tiat 
this question would come up when the 
applications for admission to the home are 
considered by the board as they will be 
in the next few days, wrote to Pension 
Commissioner Lindsey with regard to the 
matter. 

President Calhoun asked the pension 
commissioner for what time the pensions 
are paid. He wanted to ascertain whether 
the pensions now being paid are for the 
,year that has passed, or for the present 
year, including the time until the wext 
payments are made. The reason for this 
is because the law with regard to the Sol- 
diers’ Home specifically prescribes that 
no old soldier shall enter the home in the 
Same year in which he draws a pension. 

Pension Commissioner Lindsey was sat- 
isfied that the pensions now being paid are 
for the current year and not for the year 
that has passed. In order to be certain, 
however, he referred the matter to the 
attorney generai. The following is the 
statement made to him yesterday by At- 
torney General Terrell: ' 

“The invalid pensioners are paid in the 
spring a pension for the year commencing 
October 26th previous thereto and ending 

the next October. The indigents are paial 
for the year commencing January Ist 
previous thereto and ending the 3ist of 
December following. 
“J. M. TERRELL.” 

This effectually disposes of the chances 
of any of those veterans who have re- 
ceived their pensions for the current year 
entering the home. The list of those who 
enter the home this year will have to be 
confined to those who have received no 
pension this year. This will materiatly re- 
duce the number of those who can enter 
the home this year, because there are na- 
turally very few who have not received 

pensions who will be applicants for ad- 
mission to the home. 
Nearly $500,000 Paid Out. 

Since he began paying pensions about 
three weeks and a half ago, Pension Com- 
missioner Lindsey has paid out nearly 
$500,000 of the $690,000 appropriated by the 

legislature for this purpose. He had paid 
out about $400,000 up to last Saturday, and 
the payments this week will carry it 
nearly to the half million mark. 

Pension money to the amount of $47,000 
was paid out yesterday by State Treasurer 
Park. Of this amount $26,000 was paid 
through Comptroller General W. A. 
Wright, who acts as attorney for a large 
_ mumber of the veterans. Ordinary W. N. 
Dyer, of Hall county, came in and col- 
lected about $11,000 for the pensioners of 
his county; J. C. Park, of Greene county, 
drew something over $4,000 for the pen- 
sioners there, and Ordinary Hill, of War- 
ren county, carried back sufficfknt to glad- 
den the hears of a number of old soldiers 
in his county. 

“Within two weeks time,” said Pension 
Commissioner Lindsey yesterday, ‘‘we will 
have finished paying the pension roll, with 
the exception of the new class of widows 
created by the last legislature, which I 
wil take up the latter part of March. The 
greatest part of the work is already 
done.”

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MRS. CARNEGIE FAILS TO 


SECURE ENTIRE ISLAND 


& A special dispatch from Brunswick last 
Might announced that the Cumberland 
‘Feland property has been bought in by 
‘the Bunkley estate for $10,000. 
, Some surprise will be manifested at the 
failure of Mrs. Thomas Carnegie to buy 
_ the hotel property on Cumberland. It 
thas been common report among those who 
have interests on Cumberland Island and 
‘those familiar with thar section, that Mrs. 
Carnegie has for some years had a covet- 
Ous eye on the entire island, They be- 
Heved she wanted the island al! to her- 
-gelf and her family and that she would 
exclude from it all but her guests as she 
now does from Dungenness, where is lo- 
‘ated her magnificent home, 

The island comprises about 25,000 acres, 
and of this Mrs. Carnegie is the owner of 
18,000 acres, or about three-fourths of it. 
“The larger part of this she purchased 
‘from the Nightingale family, now resi- 
dents of St. Simon's Island, and direct 
descendants of General Nathaniel Greene 
of the revolutionary army. It is reported 
that she has since been endeavoring to 
Secure the rest of the island, and by de- 
grees has become the owner of the ereat- 
er part of it. Of the magnificent beach, 
which is twenty-five miles in length and 
BOO feet wide, she controls about four- 
teen miles, and this entire beach, which 
General Robert E, Lee pronounced the 
finest in the world, not even excepting 
those of the Mediterranean, it is believed 
she would purchase if she could. 

The property, which was put under the 
block Tuesday, was bought from the 
Bunkley estate in 1889 by a party of Ma- 
con and Atlanta gentlemen for $75,900, 
and the Bunkleys still hold a mortgage 
on it for $37,500, hal @he purchase price. 
It was under this mortgage that the fore- 
closure sale took place yesterday. The 
property in question includes the hotel and 
1,000 acres of land and beach, it being one 
of the finest sites on the island. 

Among other property owners on the 
island are Captain Fader, the noted pilot, 
who has lived there for nearly thirty 
years. He owns about 160 acfes. The 
Georgia State Teachers’ Association owns 
eight acres, upon which is located a splen-. 


did auditorium. A Mrs. Benson, of Mas- 
sachusetts, owns 175 acres, upon which 
she has a magnificent two-story cottage. 
Ben L. Jones, of Macon; C. A. Miller, 
State Treasurer R. E. Park, the Burbank 
estate of New Jersey, and others, own in- 
terests there, while a number of negro 
fishermen own smal) half-acre lots which 
they occupy. 

Mrs. Carnegie has converted her portion 
of the island into a splendid estate. She 
has there her own home and the homes 
of three of her children, all of 
which are luxuriously furnished 
and supplied with all the mod- 
ern conveniences they could possibly have 
even if they were in the heart of some 
great city. Formerly her estate was not 80 
exclusive, but now no visitors are allowed 
at Dungenness without special written 
permission from her. According to the 
story, an Atlanta lady was visiting 
there a few years ago, just as a matter of 
curiosity. In some way her skirt caught 
in a piece of furniture upsetting a hand- 
som peach blow vase that cost some $300, 
and smashing it into small bits. There- 
upon Mrs. Carnegie decided that no more 
strangers should be allowed to visit the 
place unless by her authority. Mrs. Car- 
negie, it is stated, will not even allow the 
negro hands she employs to live upon her 
estate. She employs from 19 to 200 hands, 
but all of their families live across the 
channe} at St. Mary’s, some fifteen miles 
from the island. She has a boat bring 
them across on Monday morning, and on 
Saturday night they are returned to their 
homes at St. Mary’s. 

Cumberland Island Is intimately asso- 
ciated with the history of Georgia. Dun- 
genness was for a time the home of Gen- 
eral Nathaniel Greene after the revolu- 
tionary war. It is there that Light Horse 
Harry Lee died in 1§13, having gone there 
with consumption. It was but a few 
years before this time that Mrs. Shaw, 
the daughter of General Greene, then 
living at Dungenness, closed her doors 
to Aaron Burr, who sought to visit the 
famous home, saying that she could not 
entertain an enemy of her country. 
General U. S. Grant was a visitor there 
just prior to his voyage around the world, 
and General Robert E. Lee spent some 
days there a short time prior to his death. 

Cumberland Island is the largest island 
on the Atlantic coast south of Long 
bland. It has long been a sanitarium for 
Georgians, and many people have gone 
there and have had their health restored,

Council Provides for One Near 
Davis Street School, 


FLAG FOR THE CITY HALL 


Ordinance for Uicensing Turf Ex- 
changes in City Tabled With- 
out Being Read—Paper 
Had No Name At- 
tached To It. 


Atlanta is to have another park. This 
will be in the immediate neighborhood of 
the Davis street school and the land wil] 
be placed in the necessary condition for 
park purposes during the year hy the 
city commissioner of public works. 

Councilman Fincher, at the adjourned 
meeting of council yesterday morning, 
introduced a _ resolution, which was 
adopted, to the effect that a large tract 
of land belonging to the city and adja- 
cent to the Davis street school be turned 
into a public park. The resolution had 
received the hearty support of the board 
of park commissioners and the board of 
education. 

It appeared to be the unanimous wish 
of council that parks for the pleasure 
and comfort of the citizens should be 
established wherever and whenever pos- 
sible. During the meeting of council a 
number of matters were transacted. 

Almost at the heel of the session, the 
copy of an ordinance licensing turf ex- 
changes in the city was found by Clerk 
Campbell. He stated that there was no 
name on the paper. “I move,’ said Coun- 
cilman Grady, “‘that it be tabled without 
being read.’ Councilman Minhinnett 
moved the adoption of the ordinance, but 
Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson announced that 
it would be illegal to adopt an ordinance 
that did not have on it the name of some 
member of council. Councilman Minhin- 
nett said that his name could be put at 
the top of the ordinance. Councilman 
Grady’s motion to table received the sec- 
ond of Alderman Welch and when a vote 
was taken twelve voted to table and five 
for adoption. 

An ordinance was adopted calling for 
the purchase of an American flag and a 
flagstaff for the city hall building. The 
flag is to cost $50 and it will be under 
the charge of the committee on public 
buildings and grounds. Councilman Hill. 
who introduced the ordinance, stated he 
did so at the suggestion of the mayor. 

Money for Viaduct Extension. 

The sum of $9,061.06 of the $10,000 orig!- 
nally appropriated to the textile expost- 
tion Was, upon an ordinance introduced 
by Councilman Rawson, chairman of the 
finance committee, reapportioned so as 
to be devoted to extending the steel work 
of the Whitehall street viaduct on either 
end. The preliminary apportionment 
| sheet adopted by council several weeks 


| 4g0 was changed so as to admit of this 


reapportionment. Alderman Welch. chair- 
man of the committee on bridges, then 
presented a resolution providing that the 
city should make a contract with Grant 

Wilkins to make the necessary extension 
of the viaduct. 

The resolution of Councilman Longino 
making provision for a city health officer 
was referred to the board of health. 
Council adopted the report of the police 
committee revoking the license of Pri- 
vate Detective David S. Looney, but de- 
| clining to recommend taking away the 
licenses of all other private detectives. 
The Pease Printing Company was given 
| the contract to print the annual reports 
of the city officers. 

The committee on public buildings and 
grounds reported that the lowest bid re- 
ceived for papering and painting city hall 
offices was $600 and that the chamber 
of commerce, the city’s landlord, was 
willing to pay one-half of this amount. 
It was stated that the city paid to the 
chamber an annual rental of $4,500 for the 
offices and that extra heat and a janitor 
cost an additional $900. Councilman Bar- 
rett introduced a resolution providing that 
a committee be appointed with authority 
to negotiate for other quarters for the 
city and its departments. 

The rules were suspended that Secre- 
tary T. H. Martin, of the chamber of 
commerce, might be heard. Mr. Martin 
said he thought the city was net being 
required to nay an unreasonable renc for 
its offices. ‘‘The space occupied by those 
offices,” said he, “is about 11,000 square 
feet, and in any of the large buildings 
of the city the rent would be fully $9,000. 
The city is getting that amount of space 
for about half what others would proba- 
bly charge. The chamber has never re- 
fused to assist in this work of repairing 
the city hall, but up to the time of the 
meeting of the board of directors on 
yesterday I had no authority to say what 
the chamber would be willing to do.”’ 

Could Not Be Bound. 

Chairman Lewis, of the public buildings 
committee, stated that while one council 
could not bind the succeeding councfl 
to do anything, yet he considered that 
the city was morally bound to stay in 
its present quarters for the next three 
years. He said a former council had 
agreed to remain in the building for fiye 
years and the chamber had constructed 
a vault for the city’s use with the un- 
derstanding that the city would be a 
tenant for that length of time at least. 
Councilmen Barrett and Kontz were of 
the opinion that the chamber should do 
at least $300 worth of repairs, the city 
not to spend any money for that pur- 
pose, 

The entire matter was finally referred 
back to the public buildings committee, 
the mayor and the city engineer. An 
ordinance offered bv that committee pro- 
viding for the employment of a night 
watchman at the city hall was referred 
to the ordinance committee. Mayor Mims, 
after being requested to do so, made a 
few remarks, in which he stated he was 
of the opinion that a night watchman at 
the city hall was necessary to guard the 
valuable papers that were in the build- 

ing. 

An ordinance prescribing the duties of 
the city hall janitor was also adopted 
after some discussion. In future he will 
give his entire time ta the care of the 
various offices and the council cham- 
ber, and will not be permitted to run 
errands for officers. Councilman Barrett 
said the janitor ‘‘never knew who his 
boss was until the present mayor came 
into office.”

Abe Kline, slick, smooth and suave 
swindler and negotiatpr»of bogus checks, 
is, just now, the most popular 
individuals in, this section. He is wanted 
by at least three states, and it may be 
that he is eagerly sought after by 
others. 

Just now he is in the possesston of the 
Georgia authorities, though both Florida 
and Alabama are anxious to have him as 
a guest for a period to be determined by 
their respective criminal courts. 

Governor Candler. was about to honor 
a requisition from the governor of Flor- 
ida yesterday for Abe Kline when he 
happened to remember that Kline had 
operated in Georgia, and that probably 
the governor of Alabama had the first call 
for him. The governor had made »sut his 
warrant for Kline in favor of the fov- 
ernor of Florida when the facts sudden- 
ly dawned upon him. 

It seems Kline has @epéerated in various 
parts of Georgia as well as in the other 
states mentioned. His specialty was Jdis- 
posing of worthless checks, drafts, and 
other papers of a like nature which he 
could induce*incautious purchasers to be- 
lieve had some monetary value. 

Kline is said to have negotiated a worth- 
less draft for $75 in Rome. The paper 
was drawn on a Baltimore house, and was 
cashed by a hotel man. About the time 
of his arrest in Rome the governor of 
Alabama made a requisition upor Gov- 
ernor Candler for him. The governor re- 
plied that the Alabama authorities could 
hav ehim as soon as Georgia had fin- 
ished with him. , 

Twice Convicted Already. 

Very shortly after this letter was writ- 
ten, the sheriff of Carroll county came 
up and informed the governor that Kline 
was wanted in that county for a very 
similar offense. Under the circumstances 
his letter to the governor of Alabama 
was all right. 

Kline was convicted in Rome of cheating 
and swindling, but managed to pay his 
fine. The Carroll county authorities were 
on hand and he was immediately carried 
to Carroliton. There he was lUkewise 
convicted and managed to escape !mpris- 
onment by coming up with the cash. 

It was about this time Ahat the requi- 
sition from the governor of Florida came 
to hand. As stated, Governor Candler 
was about to honor it vesterday when he 
heard that the sheriff of Stewart county 
had charge of the much wanted defend- 
ant and that he was to be prosecuted in 
that county on a similar charge. It was 
then that the whole story came back to 
him and he remembered that the governor 
of Alabama was entitled to Kline before 
the governor of Florida.

WIRE NETWORK INCREASING 
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Fault Is Found with Six-Inch Mains 
In Center of City. 


BiG MAIN TO GO UNDER VIADUCT 


Board Will Lay TweYity Inch Main 
at Once from Alabama to Mari- 
etta Along Site of Viaduct. 
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At the regular meeting of the board of 
water commissioners at the city hall yes- 
terday the proposition to lay 
mains under the site of the Whitehall 
street viaduct, along State street and 
under that portion of Edgewood avenue 
where the grade was recently changed, 
was discussed at length and referred final- 
ly to the pipe committee. 

The committee on rules returned a 
port on the resolution introduced at the 
preceding session by Judge Hillyer, calling 
for an election of superintendent of the 
waterworks annually. The report of the 
rules committee was adverse to the reso- 
lution, holding that the public interest 
was subserved by the biennial election, as 
at present, 1Qther than by an annual elec- 
tion, The report was signed by Commis- 
sioners Bloodworth, Peters and Wilkes. 
Judge Hillyer submitted a minority report 
supporting the plan for an annual elec- 
tion. The board, without entering into a 
discussion of the subject, accepted the 
majority report. 

The pipe committee met immediately 
after adjournment of the board when it 
was agreed that before any decision 
should be reached it would be best to se- 
cure bids on the different kinds of pipes 
needed in the work outlined by the board. 
The committee adjourned to meet again 
next Monday, when these bids will be 
opened. 

As a result of the meeting of the board 
it is practically settled that a twenty-incn 
main is to be laid at once under Whitehall 
street from Alabama to Marietta so that 
the work can be completed before the con- 
struction of the Whitehall viaduct begins. 
The fact was brought out in this connec- 
Vion that it would be hazardous and prac- 
tically impossible to lay the main along 
this route after the masonry werk of the 
viaduct has been started. 

Considerable dissatisfaction was mani- 
fested at the meeting of the board with 
the six-inch mains stil] used in central 
portions of the city. President Hillyer 
stated that in a talk with Chief W, R. 
Joyner he was informed that the six-inch 
main along South Broad street had proved 
inadequate to the emergency in the 
Dickey building fire some days ago. Tt 
developed that the main could not furnish 
the pressure needed for three and four 
streams of water. The question was re- 
garded by the board as a very serious one 
and it is highly probable that at the first 
opportunity the six-inch mains in the cen- 
ter of the city will be replaced by larger 
ones.

Electrolysis Comes Up. 

The board decided to communicate at 
onee with the board of electrical controi 
relative to the increasing danger of elec- 
trolysis to the water mains of the city. 
The constantly increasing network of 
underground wires and their proximity to 
the mains is looked wpon as a menace of 
serious nature. Judge Hillyer stated that 
the city had been more fortunate in this 
respect than other American towns, no- 
tably Milwaukee and Brooklyn. 

Just what steps will be taken beyond 
those already put forward, to minimize 
the danger of electrolysis, must be de- 
termined after a conference between the 
water board and the board of electrical 
control. The conference will likely result 
in a list being made on al] the streets in 
the center of the city to ascertain if there 
are any casa of electrolysis needing im- 
mediate attention. It has been found so 
far that while the cast iron pipes have 
withstood the effect of nearby’ electric 
currents. that nearly all lead pipes so 
situated have suffered to a greater or less 
extent. 

The fact was brought out at the meet- 
ing of the board that Edgewood avenue is 
to be paved, beginning March Ist. 

Several petitions for changes in water 
accommodations were read and referred 
to committees. 

The monthly report of the secretary of 
the board showed that water rents for 
January amounted to $10,879.61.

SENTIMENT MIXED AT START 


Initial Figtres Provei To Be About 
the Diwest of the Day—Closed 
Quiet and Steady, 2 to 9 
Points Higher Than 
on Tuesday. 


New York, February 6.—The cotton market 
reacted today and the most confident bears 
of yesterday were the most urgent buyers to- 
day, while frightened holders of yesterday were 
the chief supporters of the market all through 
the session. The cables were slightly better, 
but speculative support was lacking and sen- 
timent on the opening was very much mixed. 
Receipts continued light, but this factor had 
been .discounted, as had a bullish ruling of 
statistics in the main. The market opened 
steady with prices 2 points higher to | lower. 
The initial figures proved to be about the 
lowest of the day, as a spurt of general buy- 
ing led by pit shorts carried values up 5 to 
7 points above yesterday’s closing, after which 
there was no striking reaction. Rumors that 
southern spot holders were demanding better 
prices, and that the cotton now held in New 
York in warehouses would probably be gradual- 
ly absorbed by export interests and northern 
spinners had a reassuring effect on bulls. Trad- 
ing was inclined to drag much of the session 
and still appeared to consist chiefly of pro- 
fessional interchanges. New Orleans and cer- 
tain Wall street interests, however, were seen 
to be buying on all the easier periods. At the 
close the market was quiet and steady with 
prices net 2 to 9 points higher. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, February 6.—The market for cot- 
ton goods was without material change. Gen- 
eral business continues quiet with selling meet- 
ing with the demand readily in all staple lines 
and in most fancies. Print cloths inactive at 
previous prices. Men’s wear woolens in fair 
demand for staples, but quiet with fancies, and 
the market somewhat unsettled.

New Orleans, February 6.—As early Liver- 
pool advices were about as looked for, our mar- 
ket opened | to 2 points lower, subsequently 
advanced 5 on an improvement in Liverpool, 
but e easiness established there later caused 
a break of 5 to 6 from the top. Near the 
close room traders covering ran prices up, mak- 
ing the net gain 6 points on the day. Port 
receipts continue light, but the interior towns, 
as expected, show no apparent diminution, and 
stocks no loss, against a decrease of 12, 
last year. The fact is, while holders are evi- 
dencing a disposition to sell at concessions, ex- 
porters are not in a position to make pur- 
chases, therefore without this demand it is 
impossible to bring the cotton to the ports, 
consequently the interior ports are necessarily 
increasing their stocks. The deadlock exist- 
ing between consumer and producer was never 
more apparent, yet the spinners are the ones 
who are apathetic, and from all appearances 
are not anxious to buy unless there is a 
further recession in values, claiming that trade 
conditions do not justify their taking hold 
on the present basis. No doubt the knowledge 
that holdings are very large throughout the 
south may also have had something to do with 
the stand taken by them, since many conserva- 
tive traders changed their opinions on the size 
of the crop, and the probable course of the 
market for the season. Speculation has been 
practically eliminated and prices from now on 
will Be ruled by the movement, the trade de- 
mand and planting preparations for the next 
crop.

New York, February 6.—The trading tn stocks 
and bonds tuday showed extraordinary volume 
and variety, the aggregate seles of all stocks 
reaching 1,964,200 shares, compared with the 
record of over 2,100,000 shares, which only 
exceeds them. The day’s business in bonds 
was also very. large, but it did not reach the 
level attained at various times in the bull 
merket of the spring of 1899. It must be borne 
in mind also that dealings in bonds are esti- 
mated according to the par value of the ge- 
curities transferred, and the bonds which were 
most prominent in the day’s transactions were 
low grade speculative bonds, in many cases 
selling at less than half their par value. The 
demand for railroad bonds is nevertheless a 
very hotable feature in the current market, and 
the pressure of investment funds into these 
semi-speculative securities had a great influ- 
ence on speculative sentiment in the stock 
market. The day’s market divided itself cuite 
distinctively into three classes. The first was 
comprised in the opening bulge in which the 
vicient competitive bidding, @ue to the con- 
gestion of urgent buying orders overnight, 
caused some sensational advances. Prices 
promptly ran off on profit taking, attracted by 
this high level and the market yielded so easily 
that the bear traders made a vigorcg attack, 
causing some rather serious breaks in prices, 
This comprised the second eycle of the market. 
When the selling mood had exhausted itself, 
traders began to be ‘mpressed with the charac- 
ter of some of the buying at the decline. When 
the semi-annual dividend on Reading first pre- 
ferred was announced, showing an increase from 
1%, the previous rate, to 2 per cent, the buy- 
ing again became furiously active and a con- 
siderable short interest was driven precipitate- 
ly to cover.

WHEAT OPENING 


NOT CHEERFUL 


There Was Nothing of Moment 
in Way of News 


MARKET WAS HEAVY EARLY 


News of Export Engagements Later 
Caused Recovery and Firm Ofos- 
ing—Corn and Oats Closed 
Fraction Lower Than 
Previous Day. 


Chicago, February 6.—News of heavy ex- 
port engagements rescued wheat from the bog 
in which the market was sunk early, May clos- 
ing firm and unchanged. Corn closed %c and 
oats %e lower. Provisions closed a shade 
higher, 

The opening in wheat was not cheerful. In 
the way of news there was‘nothing of moment 
save the fact that the Liverpool market had 
declined in consequence of the decline here 
yesterday, The generally bearish local crowd 
was left to furnish a demand, and as they 
were in no wise inclined to this, even for the 
pleasure of injecting life into trade, the liber- 
ality of offerings from commission houses and 
individual longs resulted in heaviness early. 
May wheat, which opened %@%c lower at 
74%@74%c, gradually worked off to 74%c. 
The demand, such at is was, came almost en- 
tirely from shorts who took the opportunity 
to secure profits, At the same time, however, 
some of them put out other Iines on the be- 
lief in still lower figures for the cereal. The 
two recognized bulls bought moderately, even 
when the world’s visible increase announce- 
ment had caused greater bearish confidence 
among their neighbors in the pit. It made the 
crowds nervous. Attention was called to the 
statement of an Antwerp correspondent that 
Europe was dependent on this country for the 
best part of its imported wheat. and that the 
lifelessness of continental markets could be 
removed by encouragement from this side. As 
if in confirmation of these assertions exporters 
at the decline began reporting foreign engage- 
ments which, before the end of the session, 
aggregated 96 loads. Shorts, already nervous, 
betook themselves to protect their operations 
made early and May rallied to 74%c, closing 
firm and unchanged at that figure, A Rosario 
cable reported supplies increasing, and holders 
weakening, while a Liverpool tip laid the 
increasing energy of that market to the report- 
ed bad outlook in India. Chicago received 40 
cars, none of contract grade, while Minneapolis 
and Duluth reported 629 cars, against 265 
last week and 356 a year ago. Seaboard clear- 
ances in wheat and flour were equal to 30,000 
bushels during the week. 

Corn enjoyed moderate activity within a nar- 
row range of prices. The opening was a 
shade easier in sympathy with wheat, and 
to the latter market was also attributed the 
decline which followed. Longs dumped con- 
siderable quantities into the pit. Commission 
houses were on both sides of the speculative 
fence, but shipping support was slack, eastern 
bids being %c out of line. The decline, how- 
ever, brought heavy buying orders into the 
pit, and as a result the market partdally re- 
covered and closed steady, May sold between 
394%.@38%@39%c and closed %c lower at 38%c.

Oats were quiet but independently firm, fu- 
tures drawing support from the active cash 
situation.

Miss Clara Wimberly ‘Is a Genius 
in Interpreting Negro Dialect.

} HE fad for coon songs and the in- 

- terpretation of negro dialest has 
lasted longer than anyone could have 
fanticipated, and instead of lessening in 
, 1t8 popularity, the demand for it becomes 
greater each dav. 

Not only is it a neceasary feature in the 
‘best vaudeville performances; in every 
rama where it can be introduced, and in 
* the “‘loftiest toned’’ concert halls, but in 
the drawing room the coon song and the 
. interpretation of the dialect shares hon- 
ors with musical themes that deal with 
the classics, and with selections from 
the greatest poets or writers. No mat- 
, “ea what the nature of the entertainment, 
how grave or how the guésis may 
‘be, or what the varie’ sonten may de 
mand, when the eo0on song comes or 
somebody can clearly interpret some 
sketch of darky life, the grave and the 
igay unite in good humored attention and 
.eall for more. It has been argued by those 
tenacious of the highest order of musi-, 
that this fad brings ubout a degeneracy 
of aftistic taste, but en tne other hanm!, 
it Is amusing and bringing into proi:ni- 
ynence some of the best of American 
writers, these of the souih, and those 
who have given to the worlli master- 
‘pieces of folk lore unsurpassed. 

There is a wierdness, a charm, a som»- 
thing unique in the negro folk lore that 
is recognized in no other—a something 
that when it is heard brings the old and 
‘young in:> sympathetic accord, and 
makes the “whole world,” as it were, 
*“‘akin.”’ 
| ‘There may be those who will think that 
from its very simplicity,’ its naturalness 
and the common syr pathy it excit*s, 
that tke folk lore is easy of interpret:- 
tion, and yet the interpreters are as rare 
as the best writers, and only one out of 
‘every fifty who attempt may be said to 
igucceed in the effort. To interpret negro 
,Clalect in its most acceptable furm one 
‘requires a distinctive talent, and inter- 
pretation of it is as impossible to the 
‘nasal tone’ of the New Englander and 
the brogue’ of the northwestern artist as 
‘Greek would be to the pickaninny—indeed 
‘more so, for the latter, with his wonder- 
ful imitative faculties, might accomplish 
@ correct idea of a Greek oe if he could 
hear it often enough. 

Even among the southerners who have 
attempted the interpretation of negro dia- 
lect and a correct rendition of coon 
songs, one is very frequently disappoint- 
ed, and as in everything else, specialists 
4n this art are being required and a pre- 
mium put upon them. 

Innumerabl= are the young southern 
women who for the past few years have 
é6elighted select audiences in metropolitan 
drawing rooms, and at first it was com- 
paratively easy to satisfy. But when the 
market became crowd¢d, and people be- 
gam to realize the work of the talented. 
as opposed to the “feeble attempt,” merit 
at last won its laurels, and not all who 
try, but only the artist in’ the interpre- 
tation of the negro dialect is sought for 
today. 

Of the young Georgia women who have 
won reputation along thesé lines none 
seem more talented than Miss Clara 
Wimberly, who, although she has not as 
yet adopted it as her professiona! career, 
could scarcely be surpagged. She appre- 
ciliates the happy mediym in her interpre- 
tations, and, although she never descends 
to the boisterousness of those who over- 
draw their conception of certain charac- 
ters, she knows well that there must be 
a distinction between “‘the dignity of old 
miss” and gentleness, but nevertheless 
the importance of the “black mammy.”’ 

Besides possessing evident talent. Miss 
Wimberly, in satisfaction of her own 
pleasure, hag madé a study of negro dia- 
Ject on the typical old southern planta- 
tion, where her mother, grand-mother and 
ereat-grandmother, hayp, as she is now 
doing, listened to t wierd songs that 
come after dark frém “servants’ quar- 
ters.” 

It is with young women who possess 
similar talent to that of Miss Wimberly 
to elevate the’ standard of the dialect 
work of southern writers by her clever 
interpretation of it and the time has come 
when a distinction should be made be- 
tween the artist in this particular. work 
and the one who for fame or for money 
makes feeble attempts at it. Miss Wim- 


berly was heard in excellent interpreta- 
tions at the twentieth century bazaar last 
night. :

"TO SHARE EXPENSE 


County Commissioners Act Favorably 
on Paying Proposition. 


WANT CITY TO PAY HALF 


Hunter and Pryor Streets To Have 
Smooth Pavement. 


REFORMATORY REPORT IS PRESENTED 


Committee Will Inspeet Institutions 
of Other Cities—Much Business 
Is Transacted. 


The board of county commissioners 
yesterday agreed to pave with asphalt 
Hunter street between Pryor and Central 
avenue, and Pryor street between Mitchell 
and Alabama streets, provided the city 
will consent to bear one-half of the total 
expense. The committee on public build- 
ings was directed to present the matter to 
the city council and this will probably be 
done at the next meeting of that body. 

This action is the result of recommenda- 
tions made to the board by the bar com- 
mittee and judges, but the block between 
Hunter afd Alabama _ streets was not 
mentioned by them, The board, however, 
after discussing the matter, decided that 
the most practical plan would. be to pave 
the entire distance from Mitchell to Ala- 
bama street. 

It is estimated that the cost of the pave- 
ment will be practically $14,000 and it is 
thought tha@t the city will agree to the 
proposition of the commissioners, as the 
nronosed pavement will be an improve- 
ment to the city ha!l as well as the court- 
house, The nature of the asphalt to be 
used in the pavement.and other details 
are to be arranged later. 

The report of the reformatory commit- 
tee was presented and, has al- 
ready been published, recommended that 
all of the architects in the city be invited 
to submit plans for the reformatory, call- 
ing for cither two or four buildings, the 
cost not to exceéd $10,000. The report was 
adopted. The board also instructed Chair- 
man H. E. W. Palmer, of the reformatory 
committee. and one other member of the 
board to visit Augusta, Cincinnati, Nash- 
vilie, Jersey City and any ather place 
they may deem necessary to inspect the 
construction and workings of the reforma- 
tories at those places. The gentlemen will 
likely begin their tour of inspection next 
week and the informatio@ they procure is 
to be used in thg construction of the Ful- 
ton county institution. 

A petition to continue work on Wells 
Street was acted upon favorably. A peti- 
tion from citizens to improve St. Charles 
avenue was referred to the public works 
comnriittee with power to act. A resolu- 
tion was adopted to the effect that after 
Spring street is paved from Emmett 
street to Wilson avenue that the paving 
be continued to Fifth street. 

The matter of gas and electric fixtures 
for the new courthouse annex and the 
sidewalk tg be placed in front of the 
building was referred to the committee 
on public buildings. Instructions were 
also = ven that a settlement be made with 
Gude & Walker, the architects for the an- 
nex, for asimuch of the contract as has 
been completed. : 

The petition of Mrs, Sarah Evans for 
$5,000 for the accidenta! killing of her hus- 
band, whiie he was on the public works, 
was acted upon adversely. It was ordered 
that the claim of the superior court clerk 
for $600 be paid. 

Ordinary Wilkinson requested that the 
board pay for the blank forms used in 
transacting the business of his office, and 
the matter was referrec to the committee 
on courthouse supplies. R. B, Seagraves, 
the road commissioner for Collins district. 
tendered his resignation to the board, but 
the commissioners declined to accept it, 
as they considered his services too valu- 
able to:allow him to vacate his position. 

The matter of apportion:ng the court- 
rooms in the new annex was not consider- 
ed yesterday, owing to an oversight, but 
Chairman Anderson states that if it be- 
comes necessary he will cajl a_ specia! 
meeting of the board for this purpose.

Merchant Fined for Leaving Trash 
in an Alley.

WAS THE CAUSE OF A FIRE 


Fire Inspector Macon Sharp Made 
the Case—Merchant Fined—What 
the Law Is on Subject. 


Cc. W. McClure, proprietor of a notion 
store at the corner of Whitehall! and Hun- 
ter streets, was arraigned in the re- 
corder’s court yesterday afternoon for 
violating section 605 of the city code. 

Fire Inspector Macon C. Sharp made the 
case and stated that there came near be- 
ing a dangerous fire a few nights ago on 
account of a box of trash and paper 
having been left in the rear of McClure's 
store. 

McClure said he had tried to keep the 
alley clean and had made arrangements 
hereafter to have it in such a condition as 
not to violate the law. 

The recorder imposed a fine of $4.75, 
which was pald. 

The ordinance under which the mer- 
chant was tried and fined is as follows: 

“Section #5—That no ‘person shall be 
permitted to place and let remain in any 
box, barrel, or otherwise, in any building, 
cellar, street, alley-way,; or yard within 
the fire limits, longer than six hours, any 
loose straw, hay, paper, or other com- 
bustible matter: and all owners or oc- 
cupants of buildings or-cellars within said 
limits are hereby required to permit the 
chief of the fire dapartment, or any mem- 
ber thereof designatd by. him, or any offi- 
cer or member of the police force. to in- 
spect their building, cellars and premises 
to see if this ordinance is being complied 
with. And it is hereby made the duty of 
the chief of the fire department and of 
the pwlice force to make such inspec- 
tions.’’

DEFENDANT PLEADS 
AN ACT OF GOD 


Southern Railway Answers Suits for 


Camp Creek Accident. 


AWFUL NIGHT IS RECALLED 


Disaster Charged to Cloudburst and 
Unprecedented Floods. 


NO PRECAUTION COULD HAVE AVAILED 


Alleged That Culvert ani Bridge 
Were Staunch, and Railway in 
No Wise Negligent. 


Chariton Battle, of Columbus, Ga., di- 
vision attorney of the Southern Railway, 
yesterday filed the answers of the de- 
fendant corporation in nineteen of the 
twenty Camp Creek disaster cases, re- 
moved from the superior court of Henry 
county to the United States circuit court 
at Atlanta. These answers, which cover 
the allegations in the several cases, p1ra- 
graph by paragraph, are substantially the 
same. The positions which refer to the 
defense by.the railway company against 
the charge of cwu'pability for the terri- 
ble catastrophe which resulted in such 
a toss of life in the seethine waters of 
Camp creek on the twenty-third of last 
June, are as fol!ows: 

Answer of Company. 

“Defendant admits that the wreck of 
its train at Camp creek occurred between 
the hours of 9 and 10 o'clock at night, 
and it admits that at the time of said 
wreck the waters of Camp creek were 
exceedingly high; how long they had 
been so this defendant cannot say, nor 
can it say whether the waters continued 
so after said wreck. Defendant says tha®* 
{t is true that on the 23d day of June 
1900, there was an exceedingly heavy rain- 
fall, and, in fact, a tremendous cloud- 
burst occurring not long before said ac- 
cident, and such a rain and cloudburst 
had never been known. before in that 
locality; that because thereof the waters 
of Camp creek did rise exceedingly high 
and rose rapidly; that said cloudburst was 
an act of God, from the effect of which 
the culvert and embankment of Camp 
creek were washed away; but. defendant 
says that it was of such a“tharacter that 
it could not have foreseen nor providea 
against the same, nor the effect thereof. 
and that it cannot be held responsible 
therefor. ... Defendant used and exer- 
cised all proper care and diligence in the 
operation of its train and in looking after 
and inspecting its work, and that it aia 
all that could reasonably and legally be 
expected of it; ... that its said train was 
run properly and with due circumspec- 
tion, and no accident thereto was occa- 
sioned by the want of proper care and di!- 
igence. 

“Defendant says ‘that it is informed, 
and believes it to be true, that the said 
culvert and embankmént at Camp 
creek referred to by plaintiff was con- 
structed some time during the years 188v 
and 1890, and that both were properiy 
and scientifically constructed, and that 
said culvert in its dimensions was large- 
ly in excess of the requirements, the size 
of the stream and the area drained be- 
ing considered, and to this defendant 
there existed no known defect. and noné 
which by any legal diligence this defend- 
ant could have discovered. In so far as 
this defendant knew or could by legal 
diligence know. said culvert and embank- 
ment were both perfect in design anda 
construction and were both perfectly safe 
and secure in order to perform all the 
functions which could have been reason- 
ably. expected, and this defendant exer- 
cised all diligence required of it under 
the law to keep said culvert and em- 
bankment in good and safe repair after 
coming into the possession thereof, and no 
negligence of this defendant in any way 
contributed to their failure to perform 
the functions for which they were intend- 
ed and constructed, and any failure to 
perform the functions for which they 
were designed and constructed is the re- 
sult of an act of God, for which this de- 
fendant is and can in no way be held re- 
sponsible.”

Ed Curran, of Kitchener’s Horse, 
Will Soon Go Back There. 


MUCH BACK PAY IS DUE HIM 


he May Also Share in a Division of 
Lana in tho Orange Free 
State. 


E. D. Curran, the well known Atlanta 
boy who served as a member of Kitch- 
ener’s horse in South Africa, and who has 
been spending some time visiting his 
brother Albert V. Curran at 110 Rawson 
street, will leave the city in a few days, 
and eventually return to the scene of the 
conflict with the Boers. 

Ed Curran originally 
three months, but on account of his 
wounds has succeeded, through British 
consular channels, in having his leave ex- 
tended practically as long as he desires 
to remain in this ccuntry. In a day or 
two he will leave for Chicago to visit his 
older brother, Charles Curran, and from 
there expects to return to South Africa via 
some Canadian porft. 

The principal attraction to Ed Curran 
in South Africa now, or one of them at 
least, is the fact that considerable back 
pay is due him from the British govern- 
ment for his services.

WEEMS DISCHARGED 
IN BURGLARY-CASE 


Complainant in Habeas Corpus Pro- 
ceedings Now a Free Man. 


MAY ESTABLISH PRECEDENT 


Negro Was Charged with Rifling 
Trunk Belonging to R. D. Reid. 


EVIDENCE CIRCUMSTANTIAL; ALABI PROVEN 


Diversion Created by Testimony of 
Chinese Dude of the Unceles- 
tial Name of Parker. 


The commitment trial of Albert Weems, 
the negro whose detention in the police 
barracks without a warrant resulted in 
habeas corpus proceedings before Ordi- 
nary Wilkinson Tuesday, occurred before 
Justice Landrum at 8 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon on a warrant for burglary 
sworn out by Police Officer Je W. Pounds. 

The prosecuting witness was R. D. 
Reid, who boards with Mrs. F. Lahman. 
at 147 Ivy street. He testified that Weems, 
who is employed in a Chinese laundry on 
Peachtree street, called at his room for 
the washing Wednesday, bringing it back 
late Saturday afternoon. Between the 
hours of 8 and 9:30 Saturday night, while 
absent in the city, Reid claimed his trunk 
was rifled and some articles of clothing 
and a pair of shoes stolen. The prosecu- 
tion sought to prove that Weems was the 
thief. 


Mrs. Lahman and her daughter, Miss 
Mary Lahman, testified, but failed to es- 
tablish a reasonable suspicton against the 
defendant... The former was away from 
home marketing at the time the alleged 
burglary was committed, and the latter 
was in a back room with her three 
younger sisters and a brother. Reid was 
in his room when the negro delivered 
the laundry, but as the latter could not 
change a bill told him to take the laundry 
back and he would cal} for it at the laun- 


dry, which he did later. -Neither Reid 
nor the female witnesses. had any proof 
to offer that Weems was in Reid's room 
when the latter was not there, the mere 
fact that he came for and returned with 
the laundry being the only ground of 
suspicion. The inference from the testi- 
mony was that Weems had spotted the 
contents of the open trunk while in 
Reid's room and returned to commit the 
burglary, | ; 

The testimony went to show further 
that a negro man servant was employed in 
the house. It was alleged that he was 
out on some errand at the supposed time 
the articles were stolen. However, it 
was shown that this negro servant had 
been arrested for the burglary, and dis- 
charged at the justice’s preliminary hear- 
ing Monday. , 

His Chinese employer, who, along with 
the habiliments of the occident, has bor- 
rowed the occidental name of C. L. Par- 
ker, gave Weems a clean bill of character. 
He is a puddy, self-possessed little Mon- 
golian, and good looking, as good looks 
g0 among his race. Parker. is the sar- 
torial exemplar of western civilization in 
Atlanta’s celestial] coHiony. He wore a 
black cutaway coat, with vest to match, 
a pair of light striped trousers, rigidly 
creased; toothpick, shoes, a late-cut col- 
lar of impressive proportions: flashy tie, 
and held a new pearl Alpine hat in his 
hand. With the latter art'cle of apparel 
in place, he would have passed muster 
in the cosmopolitan wor'd of dudes, but 
sans headgear he was a heathen still, 
His queue, coiled on his crown like a 
black snake, was a bit grotesque. Like 
“Truthful James's’ ‘Heathen Chinee” 
his manner in testifying was childlike 
and bland. 

“Him belly fline niglah—straight—sqlare 
—workee hard—mindee own blisness—me 
knoweée him much long—workee for me 
years in Clumbus—bling him here this 
town tree years—workee, workee fillne— 
honlest—good.”’ 

“Did you ever give him a chance to 
steal?’’ queried Justice Landrum. 

“No; nevier give him chance—nevler 
chance at all.” 

The spectators tittered and the defend- 
ant’s lawyer hastened to turn Parker 
right. “Did Weems have a chance to 
steal from you if he had wanted to?’’ he 
asked doubtfully, 

“‘No; nevler have chance, you blet!”’ re- 
peated the guileless celestial, iaboring un- 
der a misapprehension; and this brought 
down the court. 

It is thought that the precedent estab- 
lished in the Weems case may result in 
an epidemic of habeas corpus before Or- 
dinary Wilkinson. It is understood that 
the ordinary will turn loose prisoners de- 
tained by the police in the manner Weems 
was held. He said yesterday to a Con- 
stitution reporter that he would have 
turned the negro loose if a warrant had 


not been sworn out before the case reach. 
ed his court.
